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COMPANY MEETING 


SULPHIDE CORPORATION 
MR. ANDREW WILLIAMSON’S ADDRESS 


The Thirty-sixth Annual Ordinary General Meeting of the 
Sulphide Corporation, Limited, was held, on December 19, at 
Winchester House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. Andrew Williamson (the acting chairman), after referring 
to the great loss that the corporation had sustained by the death 
of their late chairman, the Hon. Vicary Gibbs, said that his 
colleagues had asked him to undertake the position, but, owing 
to other engagements, he had only been able to consent to act 
for this year. He was glad to say that the Hon. Geoffrey Gibbs 
had agreed to become chairman from the beginning of next year. 

In view of the continued world-wide depression, he did not 
think the shareholders would have been surprised that the cor- 
poration had had another year of unprofitable working. As they 
were informed at the last meeting, the losses entailed by work- 
ing the Central Mine with the low level of metal prices prevailing 
were greater than those incurred in closing down, and the 
directors had accordingly been constrained to cease operations 
in the previous December. That was not a course to be inde- 
finitely continued. In the early part of the present calendar 
year there was an upward movement in prices, then some re- 
action, followed by some recovery. The whole position received 
the most careful consideration of the directors, and in April the 
board, after close consultation with its executive officers here 
and in Australia, decided to resume working at the Central 
Mine, and, although metal prices had continued on a very low 
level, that decision had been justified by the results. After a 
fifteen months’ close-down the mine responded to a normal 
tonnage output in the first three weeks after reopening. With 
the mine producing nothing for nine months of the financial 
year, and during that time requiring an expenditure of nearly 
£1,100 per week, heavy loss on the year was unavoidable, but it 
was some small satisfaction that the loss was less than that of 
the preceding year. 


SUBSTANTIAL LIQUID ASSETS 


In reviewing the accounts it was reassuring to find that, 
despite the adverse result of the last two years’ working, the 
liquid assets of the corporation, after providing for all trade 
and other ascertainable liabilities, amounted to over £500,000. 
The sales of products amounted to only £292,778, compared with 
£448,594 in the previous year, the diminution being accounted 
for by the cessation of activities at the Central Mine and the 
Seaton Carew Works for nine and twelve months of the year 
respectively, and to the severe curtailment of output at the 
Cockle Creek Works due to the falling off in the demand for 
cement and sulphuric acid produced there. The working costs 
at £269,913 were approximately 50 per cent. less than the figure 
for the previous year. The net loss of £55,843 was less by 
£11,826 than that incurred in the previous year and was carried 
to the balance sheet, in which it was distributed between accu- 
mulated profit account and reserve for contingencies. 

As to the position at Central Mine, since the last meeting 
lead and spelter had had a further fall, while silver had risen 
by 44d. per oz. The reopening of the mine had been justified by 
the results, for, while metals had not risen to the extent ex- 
pected, nevertheless, from economies effected and improved 
classification in milling, the prices realised for their output had 
about covered the expenditure. 


FUTURE OF METAL PRICES 


As to the probable future of metal prices, that would depend 
on the general recovery of trade throughout the world, which, 
again, required an upward move in commodity prices generally, 
which could only come about through the increase of the pur- 
chasing power of the world. 


POSITION OF ZINC AND LEAD 


As a result of the co-operation of zino producers, world zinc 
stocks had been reduced from 352,568 tons on May 31, 1931, to 
257,685 at October 31, 1932, and the zinc industry itself had 
shown signs of improvement. ‘The production of zinc in 1931 
was 1,012,682 metric tons and the consumption was 1,061,800 
tons. Thus the consumption of zinc exceeded the production by 
nearly 50,000 tons. Notwithstanding the measures previously 
taken by lead producers, world lead stocks had increased, owing 
primarily to the heavy decline and consumption in Europe. At 
May 31, 1931, world lead stocks were 439,010 tons, but at 
October 31, 1932, they had increased to 503,185 tons. The pro- 
duction of lead in 1931 was 1,401,083 tons, and the consumption 
1,270,600, thus production, in the case of lead, exceeded con- 
sumption by 130,483 tons, indicating the desirability of some 
concerted action to deal with the position before it became 
seriously unbalanced. 

At Cockle Creek, for the first nine months of the year all 
productive work ceased, except that the sulphuric and hydro- 
chloric acid plants were kept in commission to supply local 
requirements. 


SEATON CAREW WORKS 


At the zinc and chemical works at Seaton Carew, where they 
had to suspend the smelting of their zinc concentrates, roasting 
of the concentrates had continued throughout the year, though 
on a reduced scale owing to the continued contraction in the 
demand for sulphuric acid, With the object of extending their 


operations at those works they had arranged to produce zinc ° 


oxide, and a small scale plant was being erected for that purpose. 
The report was unanimously adopted. 


COMPANY MEETING 


CARRERAS, LIMITED 
POSITION STRENGTHENED IN ALL DIRECTIONS 


The Twenty-ninth Annual General Meeting of Carreras, 
Limited, was held on December 19 at Arcadia Works, London, 
N.W. 

Sir Louis B. Baron, Bart., Chairman and Managing Director, 
presiding, said that after writing off all expenses, including a 
contribution to the staff superannuation fund, and making full 
provision for depreciations, the net profit for the year amounts 
to £750,659. The amount available for disposal, including the 
net sum brought forward, is £1,849,297. Out of this total, your 
directors propose to make the appropriations mentioned in the 
report, leaving a balance of £1,140,892 to be carried forward to 
next year, comparing with £1,104,918 brought forward into this 
year’s account. 

The year just closed, like its predecessor, had brought its 
difficulties. A year ago he stated that they were faced with a 
period of transition, owing to altered conditions arising out of 
the great depression, and that the aim of the directors would be, 
not so much to show outstanding and immediate results, but to 
preserve and retain unimpaired the strength of the business. 
This policy has met with success, but in the first part of the 
year particularly, it was achieved only at a considerable cost. 
They were determined that, even were it necessary to use the 
development fund, this should not deter them from taking the 
boldest steps to accomplish what they had set out to do. Instead 
of this necessity arising, however, this fund, so far from being 
absorbed, has been augmented by the handsome amount of 
£100,000. 

Your directors are happy to place before you the very satis- 
factory results of the past year, and to point to the stronger 
position of the company in all directions, not only in the main- 
tenance of the dividend, but by the increase in the reserve fund 
from £972,777 to £1 million, and in the figure carried forward 
from £1,104,918 to £1,140,892 after having made provision for 
every expense incurred in the past year. 

The export business has shown an improvement, and the diffi- 
culties which were experienced in the previous year have, to 
some extent, been overcome. 

In the home market, they were still surrounded by difficult 
conditions and keen competition, and the cost of advertising and 
selling their products had exceeded by a considerable amount 
the figure for any preceding year, but for all this, every one 
of their principal brands has shown a substantial increase. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

BRITISH GOODRICH RUBBER COMPANY 


SALES AND PROFITS EXPAND DESPITE DEPRESSION 
SIR WALROND SINCLAIR’S ENCOURAGING REVIEW 





The Eighth Annual General Meeting of the ordinary share- 
holders of the British Goodrich Rubber Company, Limited, was 
held at Blackfriars House, Parsonage, Manchester, yesterday. 

Sir Walrond Sinclair (the chairman and managing director of 
the company) presided. 

The Secretary (Lieut.-Commander Sir Hugh Dawson, Bt., 
R.N.) having read the notice convening the meeting and Mr. 
F. H. Parrott (of Messrs. Derbyshire and Company) the 
auditors’ report, 

The Chairman said: The directors’ report and statement of 
accounts for the year ended September 30, 1932, having been in 
your hands during the requisite period prescribed by company 
law, I take it that I have your permission to consider them as 
read. 


A SATISFACTORY ADVANCE 


It is a pleasure to the directors to submit for your considera- 
tion accounts which show a net profit for the year under review 
amounting to £87,742 13s. 3d., reflecting an increase of 
£14,409 19s. 1d., or approximately 20 per cent., over the previous 
year. 

This year the structure of the accounts does not appear to 
call for special comment. It was my duty in December last 
specifically to direct your attention to the fact that a change of 
method had taken place in that income-tax liability had been 
split into its constituent actual and contingent elements. 

With the continuation of adverse conditions at home and faced 
as we were throughout the year with restrictions and disabilities 
of varying degree abroad, this materially improved result has 
been attained in spite of very active competition. 

It may be mentioned in this connection that the potential 
benefits of the Ottawa agreements are not yet apparent, but it is 
to be hoped that as time goes on important progress in the re- 
habilitation and development of Great Britain’s export trade— 
in which your company will undoubtedly share—will be 
achieved. 


HOME COMPETITION 


Dealing, however, with competition at home, conditions 
governing the operations of the various manufacturers display 
at least a measure of similarity, and it is therefore permissible 
and, I trust, pertinent, for me briefly to comment thereon. The 
trend of events, coupled with the tendency to overproduction of 
immediate requirements, has led to a not unnatural eagerness on 
the part of competition to maintain output and dispose of pro- 
ducts at price levels some of which must, without doubt, have 
been unremunerative. 

In the opinion of your directors, apart from the dislocation 
of trade and the direct harm of such policy, this extremely re- 
grettable phase is damaging to the national welfare in several 
ways, one of which is that the burden of taxation is left to the 
more responsible undertakings. 


A FINE TRADITION 


The more important contributory factors to the successful year 
which has just closed, and which should be mentioned, are the 
British Goodrich tradition of maintenance of quality, coupled 
with efficient service in all circumstances and the expanding 
ramifications of your business. 

As regards the latter point I referred last year to the exten- 
sions at Burton-on-Trent, and am happy to be able to assure 
you that the policy then outlined has been steadily proceeding 
along normal lines and with satisfactory results. 


STOCKS ADJUSTED 


Adverting to the accounts, I would ask permission, if I may, 
first to direct your attention to the balance sheet. It will be 





observed that the cash at bankers and in hand amounted to 
£75,651 12s. 1ld., which is entirely adequate for the company’s 
present requirements. 

The bills receivable, trade debtors and payments in advance 
total £254,346 18s. 4d., being rather more than £20,000 in excess 
of last year and, as ample provision has been made for the 
usual small percentage of possible bad debts, the policy of 
expansion to which I have referred may be said to show some 
reflection here. 

The next item represents stocks which have been conserva- 
tively valued in accordance with our usual practice, and you 
will notice a reduction of approximately £38,000, as the current 
stocks on hand stand at £173,207 13s. 8d. 

One of the aspects of economy, combined with due efficiency, 
is to avoid overproduction, and special attention has been 
directed to this matter in order to ensure stock being kept at a 
level consistent with average demands. 


SURPLUS ASSETS 


Having briefly examined these three important liquid assets, 
I would ask you to turn to the other side of the balance sheet. 
The bills payable, trade creditors and other credit balances at 
September 30 last amounted to £129,154 18s. 3d., or approxi- 
mately £6,000 less than the previous year. Taking into account 
the sum of £2,617 13s. 4d. due to the subsidiary company, 
together with unclaimed dividends amounting to £359 18s. 4d., 
it will be found that the excess of liquid assets over liquid 
liabilities amounts to £371,074. 

When I last had the privilege of addressing you I indicated 
that this test of the balance sheet did not necessarily assume 
primary importance, particularly in pursuing a constructive 
forward policy of expansion. At the same time, it is one of the 
more important features of the balance sheet strength, and, in 
order to maintain adequate proportions while extensions are 
proceeding, it is obviously necessary to build up the reserves. 

You will observe that the depreciation reserve now reaches 
the substantial figure of £130,488. This reserve has a specific 
purpose, but, at the same time, I am pleased to be in a position 
to add that the plant at all points has been and will continue 
to be maintained in first-class condition. 


STRENGTH OF RESERVES 


The contingencies reserve, it will be noticed, is continued at 
£35,000, while the general reserve has been increased from 
£35,000 to £55,000. The contingencies reserve allows for ample 
provision to meet the risk of high taxation possibly following 
upon a lean period. In addition, however, a considerable surplus 
is carried in this item as an insurance against the unforeseen 
which may arise at any turn in these abnormal times. Finally, 
it is the reserves which stabilise the balance sheet and supply 
the company with its foundation of strength so essential to 
progress. | 


EXTENSIONS BEING CONSIDERED 


It is a matter of congratulation that despite admittedly 
adverse conditions experienced during the twelve months under 
review both our unit sales and sterling values exceeded appre- 
ciably those of the preceding year, consequently, as our business 
is so definitely expanding, it would therefore seem to be 
imperative that we should increase our productive capacity. 

In this connection your directors have under serious considera- 
tion, firstly, whether this could best be accomplished by building 
on the land adjacent te one or both of our main factories or, 
alternatively, by the acquisition of an equity control of some 
suitable productive capacity already in existence.

Obviously the former course, if adopted, would to a more or 
less degree aggravate still further the already far too heavy 
surplus capacity existing in this country. On the other hand, 
should your directors ultimately decide to adopt the alternative 
course, this would necessarily entail a very close examination of 
the various pros and cons involved, based upon a suitable arrange- 
ment that while equitable and fair to both sides should never- 
theless be self-supporting, and thereby obviate all reasonable 
possibility of placing in jeopardy our average profit-earning 
position as at present. 


CAPITAL NEEDS 


The adoption of such a scheme will in all probability make it 
necessary for an increase in your company’s capital by the 
introduction of a security junior to the existing preference 
shares. Immediately your directors have reached a carefully 
considered decision in this matter an extra-ordinary general meet- 
ing will be called for the purpose of obtaining the appropriate 
authorisation for the necessary increase of capital, and full 
particulars of the proposal will then be duly circulated. 

With regard to the future, it is impossible under prevailing 
conditions, that are altering from day to day, to look far ahead 
or to hazard any definite opinion. I do, however, feel justified 
in expressing the view that if your company can show improved 
results in the face of economic national and international diffi- 
culties such as those we have successfully surmounted during the 
past year—in fact, the last five years—we need feel no appre- 
hension with regard to the more immediate prospects. 

Meanwhile, we must keep ourselves well equipped to take full 
advantage of each and every opportunity which may result from 
any improvement in general world conditions. 


PAY-ROLL INCREASED 


Another significant point to which I am exceedingly glad to 
call your attention is the fact that our pay-roll has during the past 
year been considerably extended. This, to my mind, is a cir- 
cumstance of which we may reasonably be proud. It is certainly 
most gratifying to feel that in this respect we are, if only to a 
modest extent, contributing towards the solution of the most 
serious of our national problems. 

I think I should be lacking in common fairness if I did not 
take this opportunity of publicly placing upon record the sincere 
appreciation of your directors to our many friends for their 
valued support of our settled policy of quality maintenance at 
prices which while fair and acceptable to themselves, never- 
theless ensure us, as manufacturers, an equally fair but reason- 
able margin of profit. This encouraging support will, 1 am 
confident, not only be continued, but materially increased in 
the New Year, thereby enabling us to maintain and, where 
possible, still further improve the high quality of your com- 
pany’s products. 


“ BEST IN THE LONG RUN ” 


It is a definite instruction throughout our organisation that 
this practical illustration of well-established confidence in the 
British Goodrich tradition, ‘‘ Best in the long run,’’ must at all 
costs be jealously safeguarded and in no circumstances abused. 

In conclusion, it is both my pleasure and privilege to convey, 
on behalf of my colleagues and myself, a very sincere tribute to 
the administrative and departmental staffs and to the operatives 
at our factories. Their loyalty and devotion have never been 
more in evidence than during the past year. Each and every 
one of them has been called upon to give of their very best, 
and I have no hesitation in saying that it has been given whole- 
heartedly and unselfishly. 

The loyal support and co-operation during the most difficult 
twelve months I have experienced throughout my business career 
has contributed very materially to the results, which I con- 
fidently feel may be regarded as both progressive and satisfac- 
tory. (Hear, hear.) 

I now beg to formally move: ‘‘ That the directors’ report and 
accounts for the year ended September 30, 1932, be and they 
are hereby received and adopted.”’ , 

Sir John P,. Hewitt seconded and the resolution was carried 
unanimously. 

The Chairman moved: ‘‘ That the payment of a dividend on 
the ordinary shares at the rate of 5 per cent., less income tax. 
on December 21, 1932, as recommended by the directors, be and 
is hereby confirmed.” 

Sir Hugh Dawson seconded and the resolution was carried. 

The retiring directors, Colonel the Hon. S. Pleydell Bouverie, 
D.8.0., and Mr. Henry Bland Potter, were re-elected, and the 
auditors to the company (Messrs. Derbyshire and Company) 
were reappointed. 


The meeting concluded with a cordial vote of thanks to the

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Special Articles 


ITALY 


A ‘*REARGUARD ACTION” AGAINST 
ECONOMIC DEPRESSION 


The main features of the commercial and economic 
life of Italy during the year under review were, natur- 
ally enough, those common to nearly all the countries 
of the world, namely, a severe shrinkage of the volume 
and the value of exports and of imports, of internal 
trade, of the yield of taxation, with consequent grave 
budgetary and financial difficulties and widespread un- 
employment, states a *Report from the Commercial 
Secretariat to H.M. Embassy at Rome. 


Dependent as she is on foreign countries for a large 
proportion of the raw materials used by her industries, 
for such essential commodities as coal and petrol, and 
even for a considerable portion of her food supply, Italy 
was in no position to avoid the economic blizzard; she 
had not even, like some of the more fortunate of her 
neighbours, a thick overcoat provided by the invest- 
ments of past generations. Indeed, to the superficial 
cbserver it might seem, even now, that she was very 
awkwardly placed. 

The Report is therefore (to change the metaphor) the 
description of a stubborn rear-guard action. Like every 
other country Italy has had to give ground before the 
overpowering weight of the attack to which she has 
been subjected by the general economic crisis, Every 
inch of ground has, however, been hotly contested. 
The spirit of the troops is excellent; the higher 
command is trusted and extremely effective; and the 
army as a whole is undoubtedly in a position to proceed 
to a vigorous counter-attack the moment circumstances 
are favourable. They are, of course, not favourable 
yet. There is no certain sign, in this country at any 
rate, of any weakening in the ranks of the enemy. 
Indeed they are still pressing forward strongly. It is 
accordingly not surprising that in certain quarters 
pessimism should exist regarding at any rate the 
industrial future of Italy. 


Nevertheless, that it would be rash to jump to 
gloomy, even if logical, conclusions, is made evident 
by certain highly relevant facts. In the first place, 
whatever the effects of the depression of the last three 
years, they have not been so catastrophic in Italy as 
in the great majority of countries, whether agricultural 
or industrial (Italy, of course, is both); in the second, 
the country possesses a Government, conscious of what 
it wants to do and generally able to do it; in the third 
place, it has the inestimable advantage of being 
organised on a system which gives the general im- 
pression that such national wealth as there is is, on 
the whole, equitably distributed. To these facts should 
be added the undoubted capacity for “‘ resistance ’’ on 
the part of the Italian peasant, who makes up 41 per 
cent. of the nation, works hard, needs little and, even 
in these days, somehow manages to save. All this 
must be borne in mind when considering the un- 
pleasant and in some respects disturbing facts of which 
the Report is necessarily a catalogue. 


DEFLATION AND ITS CONSEQUENCES 


As is well known, the policy wherewith the Fascist 
Government has sought to weather the storm has 
been that of deflation. In practice the adoption of 
such a policy must evidently be decided by such factors 
as the extent to which a currency has been over- or 
under-valued, the proportion of the population likely 
to be affected by devaluation (i.e., the fixed income 
class, in which must be included considerable sections 
of the Italian peasantry), the comparative importance

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of foreign and internal trade, etc. Above all, there is 
the psychological advantage of maintaining the 
currency at its face value if possible (its value in terms 
of goods will unfortunately fluctuate); and it is evident 
that this consideration has weighed heavily with the 
authorities. Deflation, in any case, has been the order 
of the day. It was initiated as long ago as 1926 by 
Signor Mussolini in his speech at Pesaro, took con- 
crete form with the stabilisation of the lira at the 
‘* quota novanta,’’ was reaffirmed during the disturbed 
period following the abandonment of gold by Great 
Britain last September, and again reaffirmed at the 
beginning of the present year, when the fall of the lira 
to nearly twenty to the dollar brought about the usual 
crop of rumours to the effect that it was shortly 
destined to follow the pound. 


What are the necessary consequences of this policy? 
In the first place, it is evident that the whole financial 
and economic structure of the country must follow the 
course of gold. If gold prices consistently fall, as they 
have done during the period under review, the circula- 
tion, wages, salaries, all contracts, in fact, expressed 
in lire, must sooner or later follow suit. Most of these 
consequences have duly taken place. Wages, after 
being nearly constant in terms of lire from 1925 till the 
autumn of 1930, were, in general, reduced by 8 per 
cent. in December of that year, but at the same time 
effective measures were taken to reduce all rents by 
10 per cent. The circulation was brought down from 
156 milliard lire (the 1930 average) to just over 
13 milliard lire in June, 1932; and the main feature 
lacking in an otherwise academic deflationary picture 
was the absence of any conversion, or other measure 
calculated to hit the ‘‘ rentier,’’ or fixed income man, 
who stood (in theory) to benefit from the rise in the 
real value of the lira during a period of about two years 
from about a quarter to over a third of its value in 
1913. It seems, however, that a large-scale conversion 
operation is not practicable in the near future and any 
small one would probably do more harm than good. 


Another fault in the composition of the picture has 
been the inability of the Government to cut down its 
own expenditure, in spite of the fact that what it 
spends represents considerably more real wealth than 
formerly. That it is unable to do this must, of course, 
be largely attributed to the increasing sums which 
it has to spend, either directly or indirectly in the form 
of public works, subsidies, ete., to combat unemploy- 
ment and trade stagnation; but its failure to retrench 
undoubtedly spoils the symmetry of the deflated finan- 
cial group. Clearly, if expenditure does nothing to 
reduce its girth it will dangerously overshadow revenue, 
and that in spite of the mixture of slimming medicine 
and tonic which it successfully swallowed in the spring 
in the form of a four milliard Treasury Bond loan— 
another departure, perhaps, from strict deflationary 
orthodoxy. Far from being reduced, it is, indeed, 
oficially calculated that expenditure will increase by 
about 600 millions during the coming financial year. 
It must, however, here be said that the Government 
are fully alive to the importance of the budgetary 
factor; and it may be taken for granted that they will 
ee every expedient rather than allow it to get out of 
and. 


THe SHRINKAGE OF REVENUE 


This situation naturally provokes the examination 
of the next, namely, the apparent shrinkage of 
revenue. To a certain extent this can, of course, be 
accounted for by the logical action of the deflationary 
process. If, in fact, you make the lira worth more and 
have fewer lire you can hardly expect the same number 
of lire to flow into your State Exchequer—unless 
indeed you take from the people in the form of taxes 
considerably more wealth than you did. This is appa- 
tently the present intention, since additional taxation 
has been imposed with a view to maintaining. the 
nominal value of the revenue. Thus the sales tax was 
Mmcreased from 14 per cent. to 24 per cent. in July of 
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last year, the wheat duty from 60°55 to 75 lire per 
quintal in the following month, the duty on maize was 
likewise raised, and finally there was imposed, on 
September 24, the 15 per cent. Customs ad valorem 
surtax on practically all imports not subject to conven- 
tional tariff rate (10 per cent. on coal other than coal 
for the State Railways and the Mercantile Marine), 


Though this new taxation may have been, as such, 
absolutely necessary, and though the new Customs 
duties certainly tended to reduce imports and thereby 
ease the strain of defending the international value of 
the lira, it did not, unfortunately, have for effect the 
maintenance of the revenue, which continued to fall, 
albeit slightly, resulting in a deficit of about half a 
milliard it respect of the financial year 1930-31, 
and of four and a-quarter milliards in respect of 
the financial year 1931-32, this sum, however, being 
subsequently reduced to 1:37 milliards by a ‘‘ sur- 
plus ’’ on the movement of capital section of 
the Budget. With regard to the revenue itself, 
it may be said that, in general, all principal 
sources (with the exception of the tax on imported 
grain, which was responsible for a drop of about 800 
millions) were fairly steady. Wirect taxes accounting 
for about 25 per cent. of the total were slightly up; 
but more significant was the yield of the other great 
source of income, the sales tax, which remained con- 
stant, in spite of the substantial increase referred to 
above effected in July. (The same, roughly, applies 
to the Customs.) 


INDICES TO INTERNAL TRADE 


The sales tax (or rather the figures of the transac- 
tions on which it is based) is, in fact, one of the most 
convenient indices of the state of internal trade. Thus, 
the index figures for the actual volume of sales during 
each of the first four months of 1932 (taking January, 
1930, as 100) were respectively 69°4, 79-3, 785 and 
86:2. On the other hand, the indices of the value of 
sales during the same period were respectively (on the 
same basis) 49°9, 56-6, 55°8 and 60-6. Another indica- 
tion is, of course, the truck loadings on the railways, 
though this is always to a certain extent discounted 
owing to the variable but increasing factor of road 
transport. Be this as it may, the total number of 
trucks loaded descended from a peak of 4:2 million 
in 1929 to 3-1 million in 1930; while the monthly 
average for the present year does not seem to 
have been much above 210,000. Equally, the 
number of passengers carried fell from 105 mil- 
lion in 1929 to 88 in 1931; but it may be that the 
recent great success of the ‘‘ popular trains,’’ whereby 
a trip to the sea or a voyage round Italy can be 
effected at ridiculously cheap rates, may prevent an 
equally sensational drop this year. In any case, the 
general traffic indices for the first two months of 1932 
(January, 1930 = 100) were only 53°4 and 54’8 respec- 
tively. The third significant index for gauging the 
home market is provided by the clearing-house returns. 
The total number of cheques, etc., cleared fell from 
14-2 milliards in January, 1930, to 9:1 milliards in 
January, 1932, and 7:8 milliards in June. Taking 
January, 1930, as 100, the corresponding indices for 
each of the first four months of the present year 
(reduced to thirty days and allowance made for 
Sundays and holidays) are 48:8, 63°8, 571 and 63-9 
respectively. 

All these falls are far too great to be explained away 
by reduction of the circulation or increase in the value 
of the lira. The main inference to be drawn from them 
is that (disregarding the fluctuation in the purchasing 
power of the currency) the value of internal exchanges 
during the earlier part of the present year was rather 
over half what it was two years, and about 75 per 
cent. of what it was one year previously. 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The general indications being of such a nature, it is 
not surprising to find that the slump has been reflected 
to a considerable extent in the production figures of 
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Italian industry. Thus the production of all kinds of 
cast iron was last year 509,000 tonstagainst 534,000 in 
1930. During the first five months of 1932 it was only 
198,000, as against 212,000 during the corresponding 
period of last year. Steel fell off from 1,774,000 tons 
in 1930 to 1,453,000 tons in 1931, and from 619,000 
to 530,000 tons during the first five months of the two 
years respectively. Even greater proportionate falls 
occurred in the figures for ferrosmanganese, etc., 
though the production of some metals of minor import- 
ance has been well maintained. The cotton industry, 
for its part, has been heavily hit, only 1:7 million 
quintals of raw cotton being imported in 1930-31, as 
compared with 2-1 million in 1929-30, while the total 
production of piece-goods descended from 114,000 tons 
in 1930 to 100,000 tons in 1931. The woollen textile 
industry, for its part, was gravely affected by the 
British Abnormal Importations duties. Motor-car pro- 
duction declined to 29,600 cars in 1931 as compared 
with 48,000 in 1930, while the chemical industry was 
greatly depressed, the general production of artificial 
manures falling, as compared with the previous year, 
by something like 30 per cent. (Sulphate of copper, 
on the other hand, increased from a monthly average 
of 5,700 tons in 1930 to 6,400 tons in 1931; while in 
March, 1930, nearly 15,000 tons were produced.) The 
production of silk sank from 6-7 million kilograms in 
1929-30 to 6°4 million kilogs. in 1930-31; and, finally, 
cement was lower (on a monthly average) by some 
34,000 tons, or 14 per cent., on 1930, this percentage 
being something like 30 in respect of March of the 
present year. 


On the other hand, certain industries have at least 
held their own. Artificial silk, for instance, has 
actually followed an ascending curve, the production 
in March, 1932, being 2,975,000 kilogs., as opposed to 
a monthly average of 2,882,000 kilogs. in 1931 and 


2,512,000 kilogs. ‘in 1930. The production of hydro- - 


electric power was, indeed, slightly lower during 1931 
at 9°6 milliard kilowatt-hours, as against 9-7 milliard 
k.w.h. in 1930; but there was a rise during the first 
four months of the present year from 2-94 to 3°01 
milliard; the industry as a whole may, therefore, be 
said to be slightly on the up-grade. Finally, the ship- 
ping industry enjoyed a fairly satisfactory year so far 
as construction was concerned, the total new tonnage 
rising from 96,000 in 1930 to 167,000 in 1981. This 
was, of course, largely due to the launching of the two 
new giant liners ‘* Rex ’’ (50,000 tons) and the ‘‘ Conte 
di Savoia.’’ 


AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION 


This moderately satisfactory tendency was undoubt- 
edly reflected in the general trend of agricultural pro- 
duction during 1931. It is true that 1929 was, for 
exceptional reasons, a bumper year, and that produc- 
tion, as such, did not quite come up to this level: 
nevertheless, it is calculated that, reduced to 1928 
prices, the total value of the crops in 1930 and 1931 
represented a figure of 72°6 milliard lire, while that of 
1927-28 was only 68:2 milliards. These results are 
certainly striking, given the heavy fall in prices and in 
the value of agricultural production. They were 
achieved by a general increase in volume; though, 
needless to say, the actual prices obtained in 1981 were 
probably about 40 per cent. less than those of 1928. 
A noteworthy symptom has been a tendency towards 
a decrease in the use of artificial manures. Since (to 
take grain alone) the area under cultivation was only 
2} per cent. greater than in 1980, it follows that it 
must be more skilful cultivation, in which fertilisers 
play a large part, which accounted for the average 
yield per hectare rising from 11 quintals during 1920-25 
to nearly 14 during the year under review. 


In general the production of wheat has shown a 
steady and remarkable increase, directly attributable 
to the energy and determination with which the 
Government have prosecuted the ‘‘ battle of the 
grain “’ since its inception in 1925. On the other hand. 


there is no denying that the disastrously rapid fall in 
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prices has affected both landlords and tenants very 
seriously. The former find difficulty in payment of 
taxes and in maintaining their properties; the latter 
are reduced, for the most part, to a very low standard 
of life. Neither of these situations can be expected to 
continue indefinitely. 


Exports AND TARIFFS AND QUOTAS 


Given the prevailing crisis, the figures quoted above 
tend generally (both in respect of industry and agricul- 
ture) to show that there is little wrong with Italian 
production as such; the only difficulty is financial, 
i.e., the problem of disposing of the production. How 
far many of the principal industries can maintain their 
present level of output when faced with such a shrink- 
age of purchasing power on the part of the consumer as 
is shown by the general prosperity indices referred to 
above is simply a matter of conjecture. One thing is 
certain that, unless something happens to stimulate 
purchasing power—or in other words to raise prices— 
the level cannot be kept up for very long. The diff- 
culties of selling, as opposed to producing, are naturally 
enough made much clearer by a study of the figures 
of the export trade. Total Italian exports during 1931 
were 4:2 million tons, to a total value of 10,037 million 
lire. In 1980 the respective figures were 4:27 million 
tons and 12,119 million lire, and in the previous year 
4:79 million tons and 15,236 million lire. During the 
present year, however, the curve has dropped much 
more sharply, the corresponding figures for the first five 
months being 1:38 million tons and 2,761 million lire. 
It will be seen that, even if this average is maintained 
till the end of the year, Italian exports for 1932 will not 
amount to much more than three-quarters of the weight 
(still less of the value) of the exports in 1931. 


Here the falling off must be largely ascribed to tariffs, 
and quotas instituted by foreign powers. That the 
measures taken in self-defence by the United Kingdom, 
such as the Abnormal Importations duties and the sub- 
sequent general tariff did not arouse any great resent- 
ment in Italy may be taken as showing that the majority 
of Italians realised their inevitability. Further, their 
effect on Italian exports (with the exception of woollen 
piece-goods) was certainly not disastrous. 


Great resentment has, however, been manifested 
against the system of quotas (often held to be dis- 
criminatory) which have lately been adopted by certain 
other foreign countries. The Italian Government has, 
however, indulged to but a small extent in retaliatory 
measures. It is true that control is exercised over deal- 
ings in foreign exchanges. It is also true that the Gov- 
ernment have armed themselves with the power to 
prohibit the entry into the country of any particular 
merchandise; but this power has not yet been exercised. 
In her relations with countries which have had the 
greatest difficulty in making payments at all, such as 
Austria and Hungary, Italy has made special arrange- 
ments; but there has been no disposition to make 
the course of international trade even more difficult 
than it already is by indulging in needless barriers and 
formalities. 


THe DECLINE IN Imports 


If efforts have been made to smooth the path of ex- 
ports, Italy has not yet, however, become such a victim 
of economic nationalism as to deny their intimate (and 
indeed essential) relationship to imports. There was 
evidence of a *‘ Buy Italian ’’ campaign in the spring, 
which largely took the form of posters imploring Italians 
not to take the bread out of the mouths of their children. 
Such manifestations may reasonably be supposed to 
have been partly, at any rate, in the nature of retalia- 
tion, but in spite of a certain prejudice against every- 
thing foreign (not more remarkable in Italy than in 
most other European States) the function of imports 
is still acknowledged. Nevertheless they continue to 
decline and in the first five months of this year only 
totalled 7:40 million tons in weight and 3,746 million 
lire in value, this comparing with 8-87 million tons and 
5,234 million lire for the corresponding period of last 
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year. Satisfaction is often derived from the fact that 
the visible adverse trade balance, which for the first five 
months of 1932 was under a milliard lire, continues to 
decline. This satisfaction is legitimate, so far as it 
goes, especially since there is reason to suppose that the 
sources Of the “‘ invisible exports ’’ have not dried up at 
the same rate as the visible—particularly emigrants’ 
remittances. It is evident, however, that foreign trade 
is dwindling so rapidly that the trade balance, whether 
adverse or favourable, is becoming a factor of ever 
diminishing significance. 


UNEMPLOYMENT, IMMIGRATION AND THE BirTH RATE 


The crisis, in fact, is too much with the average 
Italian to result in his desiring the adoption of untried 
schemes. It is constantly brought home to him by the 
existence of a formidable body of unemployed, which 
rose to a record height of 1,147,000 in February last, 
and is still well over 900,000. Agriculture is responsible 
during the ‘‘ peak ’’ periods for at least a quarter of 
this total, which, unless something happens to end the 
present vicious spiral of industrial depression, may be 
expected to take a turn for the worse in the autumn 
after the harvest is gathered, and continue with in- 
creased momentum during the winter. It must, in- 
deed, be realised that, in no less than five categories 
(representing at the moment almost exactly half of the 
total of workless) unemployment has been progressive 
during the past year; while in the largest category of all 
(minerals, building trade, roads, hydraulic works, etc.), 
its seasonal character has not been greatly emphasised. 

Moreover, not only has emigration been cut off, but 
immigration of Italians (especially from France) has 
begun, this adding to the prevailing distress in a country 
where the view is constantly expressed that ‘‘ expan- 
sion ‘’ is inevitable owing to over-population and where 
the birth-rate, though decreasing, is nevertheless higher 
than in any large European country outside the 
Soviet Union and Poland.

AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average receipts of the Post Office in Great 
Britain from postal traffic per working day for each 
month from January, 1951, to November, 1982, are 
shown below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, 
Savings Bank and Money and Postal Order business are 
excluded. The value of postage stamps used for re- 
ceipt stamp and other revenue duties is included. The 
figures are an approximately correct index of the move- 
ment from month to month of the amount of postal 
traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage.

September and October have been the only months 
this year for which there was recorded an increase in 
postal receipts over those during the corresponding 
months of 1931. For November a small decline was 
recorded, but it may be noted that compared with the 
werage for the corresponding month in 1924-29, except 
926, the proportionate increase for last month was 
slightly greater than that for the preceding ten months. 
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MERCHANT SHIPPING (SAFETY AND 
LOAD LINE CONVENTIONS) ACT, 
1932 


LIFE-SAVING APPLIANCES 


The Board of Trade announce the publication of new 
Statutory Rules relating to life-saving appliances which 
are to come into operation on January 1, 1933. The 
new rules include requirements, applying to passenger 
steamers on international voyages, which implement 
the provisions relating to life-saving appliances in the 
International Convention for the Safety of Life at Sea, 
1929. They are, however, not confined to such vessels 
but cover all classes of ships within the scope of the 
existing rules, and the latter will, therefore, cease to 
have effect on January 1, 1933. 


So far as concerns those classes of ships not covered 
by the International Safety Convention, the require- 
ments of the new rules are substantially the same as 
those of the existing rules; and as the provisions of the 
Convention relating to life-saving appliances were based 
to a large extent on the existing British rules for 
Foreign-going and Home Trade Passenger ships, the 
requirements of the new rules for passenger steamers 
on international voyages and short international voy- 
ages differ from the requirements of the existing rules 
only in a few matters of detail. The opportunity has, 
however, been taken of rearranging and renumbering 
the rules and redrafting them so far as necessary to 
secure uniformity and perspicuity. 


NEW CLASSIFICATION UNDER SAFETY CONVENTION 


An important feature of the Safety Convention is its 
classification of passenger ships into those employed on 
international voyages and those employed on short in- 
ternational voyages. 


The new rules adopt the Convention classification in 
this respect, and the twonewclasses thus formed cover 
all the vessels falling under the description of ** foreign- 
going passenger steamers ”’ in the existing rules and all 
those falling under the description of ‘‘ home trade 
passenger steamers ’’ which are engaged on inter- 
national voyages. They also cover ships abroad plying 
on international voyages or short international voyages 
which do not bring them to this country. 


PASSENGER STEAMERS ON INTERNATIONAL VOYAGES 


The requirements of the new rules as to life-saving 
appliances for passenger ships on international voyages 
generally are, except for some details, the same in all 
essentials as those applying to foreign-going ships under 
the existing rules. 


PASSENGER STEAMERS ON SHORT INTERNATIONAL VOYAGES 


The requirements of the new rules as to life-saving 
appliances for passenger ships on short international 
voyages will apply to:— 

(1) Passenger ships on voyages between the United 

Kingdom and other countries within home 
trade limits (these ships fall within Class I, 
Home Trade in the existing rules). 

(2) Passenger ships on short international voyages to 
or from the United Kingdom which include 
ports outside home trade limits (these ships 
fall within Class I, Foreign-going in the exist- 
ing rules). 

(3) Passenger ships on short international voyages 

| abroad which do not bring them to the United 
Kingdom. 


The new rules require that a passenger steamer en- 
gaged on a short international voyage shall be provided 
with lifeboat accommodation up to the minimum capa- 
city specified in Column D of the table set out in the 
first schedule to the rules (subject to the limitation that 
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lifeboats need not be provided for more than the total 
number of persons which the ship carries), and thai if 
further provision beyond the capacity specified in 
Column D is required, additional lifeboats or approved 
life-rafts or approved buoyant apparatus shall be pro- 
vided to the satisfaction of the Board of Trade so that 
the accommodation provided shall be sufficient for the 
total number of persons which the ship carries. The 
general lines on which the Board propose to act under 
this rule are :—- 


(1) That on home trade ships lifeboats so far as may 
be necessary to accommodate all on board 
shall be provided up to at least the minimum 
capacity of Column D (which is practically the 
same as the minimum capacity required by the 
existing rules), and thereafter the shipowner 
may provide any further accommodation re- 
quired in the form of approved life-rafts or 
buoyant apparatus (i.e., there is no alteration 
in existing practice). 

(2) That on ships on short international voyages to 
or from the United Kingdom which include 
ports outside the home trade limits, the normal 
provision should as at present be readily avail- 
able boats tc accommodate all on board, but 
in any particular case where it is claimed that 
the substitution of life-rafts or buoyant appa- 
ratus for some of the additional lifeboats 
(i.e., those in excess of the capacity required 
by Column D) would give a more effective 
equipment of life-saving appliances than the 
provision of lifeboats for all on board, the case 
is to be referred to the Board for consideration. 


(3) That in the case of ships on short international 
voyages abroad which do not bring them to the 
United Kingdom, each individual case in 
which accommodation beyond the lifeboat 
accommodation specified in Column D of the 
Table is required will be dealt with on its 
merits having regard to all the circumstances 
including such factors as the number of life- 
boats that could be carried so as to be readily 
available, the number of the crew which 
would be available to deal with the boats, and 
the possibility of buoyant apparatus or life- 
rafts providing a more effective equipment of 
life-saving appliances than the provision of 
additional lifeboats beyond the capacity speci- 
fied in Column JD, 


The new rules will apply in full to all ships the keels 
of which are laid after July 1, 1931. Passenger steam 
ships built before that date may be exempted from re- 
quirements of the rules if the Board of Trade are satis- 
fied that the requirement is either impracticable or 
unreasonable in the case of that steamer. A supple- 
ment to the Instructions as to the Survey of Life 
Saving Appliances, 1926, will be issued in the course 
of a few days explaining the alterations resulting from 
the Safety Convention which have been made in the 
classification of ships for the purposes of the rules, and 
stating the action that is to be taken as regards the 
application of the new rules to existing ships.

REGULATION OF SALE OF PEST REMEDIES 
IN SOUTH AFRICA 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in South Africa 
reports that the Department of Agriculture proposes 
shortly to bring into operation regulations, under the 
provisions of the Fertilisers, Farm Foods, Seeds and 
Pest Remedies Act, 1917 (Act No. 21 of 1917), govern- 
ing the sale of pest remedies, other than stock dips and 
stock remedies, throughout the Union of South Africa. 
The regulations are due to come into force oD 
January 1, 1933. 
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The particular attention of United Kingdom manu- 
facturers is, therefore, drawn to paragraph 2 of the 
regulations, in which it is stipulated that ‘‘ No pest 
remedy shall be sold within the Union unless it shall 
have been previously registered with the South African 
Department of Agriculture in terms of these regula- 
tions in the form prescribed. . ...’” and from which it 
would appear to be incumbent on interested United 
Kingdom firms to take immediate steps to ensure that 
their products comply with the regulations when these 
are brought into operation. 

It is understood that the South African Department 
of Agriculture has already circulated draft regulations 
to a large number of firms in the Union who, to the 
knowledge of that Department, represent United King- 
dom manufacturers of such remedies, but it has been 
deemed advisable to forward the notification for the 
benefit of firms who may not be aware of the situation.

It should be noted however, that no additional copy is 
available for loan. 


TRADE NEGOTIATIONS WITH RUSSIA 


The President of the Board of Trade, accompanied 
by Colonel Colville, M.P., received on Thursday last, 
December 15, the delegates appointed by the Govern- 
ment of the U.S.S.R. to negotiate a new trade agree- 
ment, viz.: His Excellency the Soviet Ambassador and 
M. Alexandre Osersky, and a short preliminary dis- 
cussion took place. 


TRADE NEGOTIATIONS WITH FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES 


Discussions have been in progress during the last 
three weeks with the Delegations from Denmark, Nor- 
way, and Sweden, which have come to this country for 
the purpose of trade negotiations. There has been, in 
each case, an exchange of views and information and 
the discussions have now been adjourned over Christ- 
mas and the New Year. They will be resumed early 
next year in London.

INVESTIGATION INTO CARDOWAN COLLIERY 
EXPLOSION 


Under the powers conferred by Section 83 of the Coal 
Mines Act, 1911, the Secretary for Mines has directed Sir 
Henry Walker, C.B.E., LL.D., H.M. Chief Inspector of 
Mines, to hold a Formal Investigation into the causes and 
circumstances of the explosion which occurred on November 
16, 1932, in the Cardowan Colliery, Lanarkshire, and 
resulted in the loss of eleven lives. 

The time and place of the Formal Investigation will be 
announced later. 


IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN 
NOVEMBER 


The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
reports that 267,700 tons of pig iron were produced in 
November, as compared with 275,600 tons in October, 
296,400 tons in November, 1931, and a monthly average of 
855,000 tons in 1913. 

The November production of pig iron included 63,000 tons 
of hematite, 128,300 tons of basic, 66,000 tons of foundry, 
and 7,200 tons of forge pig iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of November numbered 59, 
the same as at the beginning of the month; five furnaces 
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having commenced operations, and five having been blown 
out. 

The November production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 473,800 tons, as against 439,800 tons in Octo- 
ber, 459,200 tons in November, 1931, and a monthly average 
of 638,600 tons in 1913.

PASSENGER TRAFFIC IN SEPTEMBER 

The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in 
Great Britain in the month of September, 1932, was 
92,215,720, a decrease compared with September, 1931, of 
3,635,118, or 3-8 per cent. The journeys taken by passengers 
at reduced fares decreased by 606,016 and those at standard 
or ordinary fares by 3,029,102. The receipts from passengers 
(excluding season ticket holders) showed a decrease of 
£219,903, or 4-7 per cent. The receipts from passenger 
train traffic (including season ticket and parcels and miscel- 
laneous traffic, but excluding mails and parcels post) were 
£319,523 less than in September, 1931.

AUSTRALIA 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN AUGUST 


According to the Monthly Summary of Oversea Imports 
and Exports for August, 1932, issued by the Commonwealth 
Bureau of Census and Statistics, Canberra, imports (valued 


in sterling) during August totalled £5,506,000, as compared | 


with £4,642,000 in July and £3,832,000 in the corresponding 
month of 1931, and are the heaviest monthly imports since 
November, 1930. The total value was 50 per cent. greater 
than the average monthly imports during the fiscal year 
1931-32. Compared with the corresponding month of last 
year, imports in August, 1932, increased in all classes 
excepting scientific instruments; the greatest increase being 
in the textile group, £1,361,187 (£1,058,611); metal manu- 
factures (which include motor cars), £578,317 (£267,854) ; 
oils (chiefly petrol), £633,656 (£338,069); drugs and 
chemicals (particularly sulphur and fertilisers), £366,654 
(£222,842); and machinery, £313,082 (£284,149). 

Imports during the two months of the fiscal year ended 
August 31, 1932, amounted to £10,148,000 in comparison 
with £6,962,000 during the corresponding period of the pre- 
vious fiscal year. Imports of merchandise were 44 per cent. 
greater than the total value imported during the similar 
period of 1931-32. Metal manufactures increased by 98 per 
cent.; drugs and chemicals, 73 per cent.; vegetable sub- 
stances, 61 per cent.; oils, 60 per cent.; animal substances, 
58 per cent.; paints, 55 per cent.; jewellery, etc., 50 per 
cent.; timber, 49 per cent.; and apparel, 47 per cent. 

The main items showing the greatest increase in imports 
as compared with the corresponding two months of the 
fiscal year 1931-32 were:—Piece-goods, £2,185,673 
(£1,580,597); petrol, £601,544 (£379,443); paper, £543,307 
(£386,349); iron and steel, £320,414 (£184,743); kerosene, 
£136,429 (£52,327); bags and sacks, £273,467 (£211,289) ; 
fertilisers, £128,801 (£68,298); sulphur, £130,107 (£8,968) ; 
ships, £134,306 (£10,983); cotton yarn, £131,514 (£81,352) ; 
electrical machinery, £276,132 (£236,987); and_ gold, 
£240,222 (£83,957). On the other hand, imports of the 
following items decreased: tobacco, £127,133 (£151,028) ; 
and cinematograph films, £74,932 (£119,315).

Export TRADE 

Kxports (values in Australian currency) of merchandise in 
August totalled £3,814,000, as compared with £4,884,000 in 
July and £4,298,000 in August, 1931. Exports of bullion 
and specie amounted to £754,000, as compared with 
£676,000 in July and £293,000 in August, 1931. The total 
exports were valued at £4,568,000, as against £5,560,000 in 
July, 1932, and £4,591,000 in August, 1931. 

When compared with August of last year, there was a 
decrease in the total value of exports of wheat, £358,044 
(£681,341); and wool, £472,864 (£552,540). On the other 
hand, exports of the following items increased, viz. :—-butter, 
£527,492 (£468,348); dried fruits, £135,831 (£64,205); and 
sugar, £320,935 (£244,761). 

For the two months ended August 31, 1932, exports of 
merchandise totalled £8,698,000 (Australian currency), 
equivalent to £6,931,000 sterling, as compared with 
£9,958,000 (Australian currency) (£7,630,000 sterling) in 
the corresponding period of the last financial year, and 
are approximately one-third less in value than the average 
exports for July and August during the last ten years. 
Bullion and specie shipped overseas during the first two 
months of 1932-33 amounted to £1,430,000 in comparison 
with £1,751,000 exported in the corresponding period of 
1931-32. 

The following principal export items declined in value 
during the two months of the current financial year below 
the exports of the corresponding period of last year, viz. :— 
beef, £375,390 (£167,399); mutton, £26,327 (£204,169); 
wheat and flour, £1,888,176 (£2,288,956); hides and skins, 
£353,596 (£642,203); wool, £1,527,209 (£2,161,844); wine, 
£62,695 (£101,727); and gold, £1,296,846 (£1,618,027). 

On the other hand, exports of the following commodities 
advanced in value, viz.:—butter, £1,060,182 (£910,174) ; 
dried fruits, £419,071 (£192,784); frozen rabbits, £260,297 
(£118,192).

For August, 1932, the balance of trade in commodities 
was adverse by £2,317,000, as compared with an adverse 
balance of only £501,000 in August, 1931. For the first two 
months of the fiscal year 1932-33, the adverse balance was 
£2,960,000, contrasted with a favourable balance of 
£755,000 last year. 

The mere fact of an adverse balance in these two months 
is not in itself of great significance. The four months from 
June to September, in which exports are at a minimum, 
might easily show an adverse balance, although the total 
for the year might be favourable to the extent sufficient to 
meet all interest overseas. It is true that the trading for 
the two months of 1932 gives a result £3,700,000 worse than 
for the same two months of 1931. That result, however, 
cannot be multiplied by six to give the tendency for the 
year. Accidental causes may postpone exports in one year, 
and push them on in another, so as to invalidate the crude 
inference from the trading of a couple of months. This year 
the quantity of wheat exported in July and August was 
only half the corresponding quantity in 1931, though the 
total exports for the season were rather greater in 1932. — 
Roughly, it may be said that the wheat crop was marketed 
earlier than in 1931, and that wool exports were held up 
to some extent, while prices were abnormally low in July 
and early August in the hope of a recovery which has now 
taken place. 

Nevertheless, the figures disclose an important trend in 
the balance of payments. The volume of exports for 1932-33 
can be anticipated with good probability. For the third 
year in succession Australia is assured of at least a 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


moderately good season. The earlier menace of drought in 
a large area of New South Wales and Queensland has been 
partially averted, though the depredations of rabbits stili 
increase. It is certain that the volume of exports cannot 
be as great as the record volume of 1931-32, but it may well 
come within 10 per cent. of it. The export price level, 
which has appreciably recovered from the low point in 
June, looks at present as if it would average slightly higher 
than for 1931-32. A further substantial rise is possible 
before next June, but there are no indications of it at 
present. A fall is also quite possible. The net inference is 
that the sterling value of exports last year, namely, £78 
million (including gold to the extent of current production) 
is the maximum value that can reasonably be estimated for 
1932-33, and that a possible decline of about 5 per cent. 
should be provided for. This sum has in effect to pay for 
imports and for Government obligations abroad, because all 
other international payments on current account approxi- 
mately balance themselves. Interest abroad is about £26 
million, omitting interest on British war debt; and if £3 
million is allowed for remittance of sinking funds abroad, 
there is a maximum of £49 million to finance imports. 

Imports are not subject to much seasonal variations. 
Usually imports for July and August are only slightly above 
the average for the year. Imports for these two months, 
£9-9 million, may then be multiplied by six to give the 
estimated volume for the year, which is therefore £59 
nillion. It is clear, therefore, that imports cannot be main- 
tained at the present volume without a very substantial rise 
in export prices. This inference is enforced by the indica- 
tions available for September. The Customs returns point 
to a value of imports in September only slightly lower than 
in August—and this in spite of the fact that September is 
normally the month of the year when imports are lowest. 
It is certain that the imports for the three months will not 
be less than £15 million, corresponding to a yearly figure of 
£60 million. 

The present volume of imports, therefore, indicates a 
figure at least £11 million greater than the exports warrant. 
There does not seem any reason to suppose that the increase 
in imports is for any temporary purpose. Imports in recent 
months have shown a steady upward trend since January: 
January, £3-3 million; February, £3-4 million; March, £3°8 
million; April, £4-0 million; May, £4-0 million; June, £4:3 
million; July, £4°5 million; and August, £5-4 million. 

The indications are that September will continue the 
upward trend, when allowance is made for its being 
normally a month with low imports. 

If the present volume of imports is continued, without any 
further upward trend, it is clear that funds abroad will be 
depleted and the exchange rate will rise naturally. It may 
be that some part of the increase in imports in the last two 
months is due to intelligent anticipation by importers of the 
prospective trade position, so that only a moderate rise 
in exchange will be required to give the necessary corrective 
and reduce imports to the country’s capacity to pay for 
them; and at the same time give the required support to 
export production to increase exports, and so finance 
increased imports, in the following season.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 


BRITISH GUIANA 
CROP CONDITIONS AND EXPORT TRADE 

Latest advices by cable at the end of November report 
that heavy rains had been general throughout Barbados. 
The outlook for the coming sugar crop is very promising 
and, given favourable weather to the end of December, 
production is expected to reach 100,000 tons. Shipments of 
molasses have been going forward, but it appears likely 
that there will be a carry-over of 5,000 to 7,000 puncheons. 
This will probably have some corrective effect on the pro- 
duction for 1933. 

Prospects for the 1933 Trinidad sugar crop continue to 
be favourable; the cane growth is well advanced and reap- 
ing will begin early. ‘Trial shipments of bananas have 
recently been made to the United Kingdom and the United 
States, with a view to exploring the possibilities of a 
successful and profitable sale. 

In Jamaica, owing to the disastrous havoc caused to the 
banana cultivation by the heavy gales and storms of Novem- 
ber 5-9, trade in that fruit will commence to feel the 
shortage almost immediately. It is stated that fully 60 per 
cent. of the banana crop has been destroyed, inclusive of 
plants that would but for high winds have provided fruit 
early next year. The position will probably not be normal 
again until the fall of 1933, and, in the meantime, shipping 
facilities for this trade will be curtailed. 

Rains have been very heavy and continuous in Antigua, 
doing damage to the growing ratoon canes and holding up 
planting for the 1934 sugar crop. 

Sugar grinding has continued in British Guiana with 
excellent results, and 1s expected to finish by the middle of 
this month; a record crop for the year is anticipated, 
estimates varying from 138,000 to 140,000 tons. The local 
market for rice has been very active, but without any 
advance in price. In his speech at the opening of the Legis- 
lative Council on November 15, the Governor stated that 
he would introduce legislation during the session to protect 
this industry, and probably a Marketing Board will be 
formed. The following table shows some of the principal

OTTAWA AGREEMENTS (IMPORTATION OF 
MEAT) ORDER, 1932: LICENCES FOR 
IMPORTATION OF MEAT 
The Ottawa Agreements (Importation of -Meat) Order, 
1932 (S.R. & O. 1932, No. 992), made by the Board of 
Trade under Section 7 of the Ottawa Agreements Act, 19382, 


has now been approved by resolution of each House of 
Parliament. 


The Order provides that on and after January 1 next no 
meat to which the Order applies shall be imported into 
the United Kingdom except under licence, and that meat 
shall be deemed to be imported under licence if the importer 
is the holder of a licence from the Board of Trade and 
complies with the conditions (if any) of the licence. 


The Order applies to frozen mutton, frozen lamb, frozen 
beef (carcases and boned beef) and chilled beef, but does 
not apply to meat produced in any part of the British 
Kimpire. 


Applications for licences will be entertained from im- 
porters who are parties to the arrangements which have 
been made by the Board of Trade for regulating the impor- 
tation of meat in accordance with the Ottawa Agreements. 
Applications should be made by letter, addressed to the 
Assistant Secretary, General Department, Board of Trade, 
Great George Street, London, S.W. 1. 


AUSTRALIA 
POSTPONEMENT OF DEFERRED DUTIES ON 
SHEET GLASS 


The Australian Minister in London has received tele- 
graphic advice from the Commonwealth Government that 
the operation of the deferred duties under Item 242 (B) of 
the Commonwealth Customs Tariff (plain clear sheet glass) 
which were to come into force on and after December l, 
1932, has been postponed until January 31, 1933. [The pre- 
sent Customs duties on this glass are 4s. per 100 sq. ft. 
(General Tariff); 2s. per 100 sq. ft. (Preferential Tariff). 
The deferred duties are 60 per cent. ad valorem (General 
Tariff) and 40 per cent. ad valorem (Preferential Tariff). 
The importation of plain clear sheet glass has been tem- 
porarily rationed and such glass may be imported only with 
the consent of the Minister of Trade and Customs. [See 
notices in the ‘*‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 6 (page 459) and Octo- 
ber 20 (page 544). ] 


UNITED KINGDOM—AUSTRALIA TRADE 
AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Bill introduced 
into the Commonwealth Parliament to approve the provisions 
of the Trade Agreement made between the United Kingdom 
and Australia at the Imperial Economic Conference at 
Ottawa has been passed by both Houses of Parliament and 


received the Royal Assent on December 2. 


NORTHERN RHODESIA 


DUTY-FREE ADMISSION OF POWER 
PARAFFIN 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of General 
Notice No. 406 of 1932 issued by the Controller of Customs 
of Nerthern Rhodesia, which provides for the admission 
free of duty under prescribed conditions, of power paraffin 
to be used solely for internal combustion engines other than 
in motor cars, trucks, vans, omnibuses and cycles, under 


Tariff item 200 (b) (1). 


The conditions are similar to those in force in the Union 
of South Africa, particulars of which were published in the 
‘‘B.T.J.” of June 9, 1932 (page 829).

CUSTOMS TARIFF CHANGES TO GIVE EFFECT TO PREFERENCES PROVIDED 
FOR IN UNITED KINGDOM—INDIA TRADE AGREEMENT 


The issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 13 (pages 506-511) 
contains the full text of the United Kingdom-India Trade 
Agreement, including Schedules F and H thereto, showing 
the margins of Customs Tariff preference which the Govern- 
ment of India undertook to grant, subject to the passage 
of the necessary legislation through the Indian Legislature, 
in respect of certain classes of United Kingdom and Colonial 
goods, respectively. 


The Board of Trade have now received a copy of a Bill 
to give effect to the provisions of the Trade Agreement, in 
this respect, together with particulars of certain changes 
subsequently made in the Bill. Cabled information has been 
received to the effect that the Bill, as amended, has been 
passed by the Legislature and, it is understood, will take 
effect as from January 1, 1933. Information regarding the 
Bill is set out below. 


In order to assist in a correct understanding of the 
changes it should be stated that the Customs duties at pre- 
sent levied in India are set out in Schedule II to the Indian 
Tariff Act, which is divided into the following parts: 


Part I, covering articles which are free of Customs duty ; 


Part II, covering articles which are liable to non-protec- 
tive duty at special rates; 


Parts III, IV, V and VI, covering articles which are 
liable to duty (not including any surtaxes which are 
payable) at 24 per cent., 10 per cent., 15 per cent., and 
30 per cent. ad valorem respectively ; 


Part VII, covering articles which are liable to protective 
duty at special rates. 


For the most part, the goods which are to receive prefer- 
entia! Customs tariff treatment have been included in two 
proposed new Parts (Parts VII] and IX) to Schedule II of 
the Indian Tariff Act; the proposed alterations to give 
effect to the agreed changes of duty on galvanised sheets is 
to be made by amendments of Part VII of the Tariff Act. 
With regard to the classifications of goods shown in the new 
Parts VII1l and IX, it should be noted that the United 
Kingdom-India Trade Agreement provides that preference 
(Schedule F) shall not extend to commodities in the follow- 
ing classes :— 


(1) Those free of duty under Part I of Schedule II of 
the Indian Tariff Act. 


(2) Those dutiable under the following entries in Part II 
of Schedule II of the Indian Tariff Act:—27 A, 
29, 43 A, 43 B and 45 B. 

(3) Articles dutiable under Part III of Schedule II of 
the Indian Tariff Act. 


(4) Articles dutiable under Part IV of Schedule II of 
the Indian Tariff Act, excepting entries No. 60, 
6i and 62. 

(5) Articles which are liable to protective duty at special 
rates under Part VII of Schedule II of the Indian 
Tariff Act. 


The following is an extract from the text of the Bill:— 


‘‘ It is hereby enacted as follows :— 


Snort TirLe AND COMMENCEMENT 
1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Tariff 
(Ottawa Trade Agreement) Amendment Act, 1932. 
(2) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Governor-General in Council may, by notification in 
the Gazette of India, appoint. 


AMENDMENTS OF SecTIon 3, Act VIII, or 1894 
2. In section 3 of the Indian Tariff Act, 1894 (herein- 
after referred to as the said Act), after sub-section (3), 
the following sub-section shall be inserted, namely :— 








(3 A) The duty to be levied and collected on any 
article chargeable under Part VIII or Part IX of 
the Second Schedule shall be at the standard rate 
specified for it, unless a preferential rate is specified 
for such article if it is the produce or manufacture 
of the United Kingdom or of a British Colony, and 
the article is determined, in accordance with rules 
made under sub-section (3 B) to be such produce or 
manufacture. 


Ezplanation.—For the purposes of this section 
and of Parts VIII and IX of the Second Schedule, 
the expression ‘‘ United Kingdom’”’ means the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, and the expression ‘ British Colony ”’ 
includes a British Protectorate and any of the 
Mandated Territories of Tanganyika, the 
Cameroons under British Mandate and Togoland 
under British Mandate. 


(3B) The Governor-General in Council may, by notifi- 
cation in the Gazette of India, make rules— 


(a) for determining if any article is the produce 
or manufacture of the United Kingdom or 
a British Colony; and 


(6) making provision, in cases where at the time 
of importation proof is not forthcoming 
where required in accordance with the rules 
made under clause (a) that any article is 
the produce or manufacture of the United 
Kingdom or a British Colony— 


(i) whereby duty may be levied at the standard 
rate and a refund given of the extra 
duty paid if such proof is produced 
within a prescribed period; and 


(11) whereby duty may be accepted provisionally 
at the preferential rate on execution of 
a bond for the payment of the balance of 
duty if such proof is not produced within 
a prescribed period, and for the recovery 
of any balance due after the expiry of 
the prescribed period as if such balance 
were duty short-levied within the mean- 
ing of section 39 of the Sea Customs Act, 
1878.”’

3. In the second Schedule to the said Act, there shall 
be made the amendments specified in the Schedule to 
this Act.

NEW PREFERENTIAL RATES OF CUSTOMS 
DUTY APPLICABLE TO UNITED KINGDOM 
PRODUCTS ON IMPORTATION INTO BRITISH 
INDIA IN VIRTUE OF THE OTTAWA 
AGREEMENT—NOTICE 


The High Commissioner for India draws the attention 
of all exporters to India from the United Kingdom to the 
following important Notice :— 


1. The Indian Tariff Amendment Bill providing for pref- 
erential rates of duty for United Kingdom goods in accord- 
ance with the Ottawa Agreement has been passed by the 
Indian Legislative Assembly, and it is understood that the 
legislation will take effect from January 1, 1933. The Gov- 
ernment of India are taking steps to issue rules laying down 
qualifications tor preference in respect of such goods. These 
rules will provide that before an article is determined to be 
the produce or manufacture of the United Kingdom the 
Indian Customs authorities must be satisfied that it has been 
consigned from the United Kingdom and fulfils any one of 
the following conditions :-—That it is (a) wholly the produce 
of the United Kingdom; (b) wholly manufactured in the 
United Kingdom from materials produced in the United 
Kingdom ; (c) wholly manufactured in the United Kingdom 
from unmanufactured materials; or (d) partially manufac- 
tured in the United Kingdom, provided that the final pro- 
cess of manufacture has been carried out in the United 
Kingdom and that the value of the United Kingdom 
material and labour together is not less than 25 per cent. 
of the factory or works cost. 





{Nore 1.—Cost of ‘‘ material’ is defined as cost to manu- 
facturer of material at factory or works, including con- 
tainers, but excluding royalties. 

Note 2.—The term ‘factory or works cost’’ is defined as 
cost of production to the manufacturer at factory or works, 
including value of containers and other forms of interior 
packing ordinarily sold with article when sold retail, but 
not including manufacturers’ or exporters’ profits, exterior 
packing, carriage to port and other charges. | 

2. The rules will also contain provision whereby if the 
Customs authorities in India cannot be satisfied at the time 
of entry regarding claims for assessment at preferential 
rates, they shall collect duty at the standard rate, and shall, 
on application within three months, if then satisfied that 
the goods are entitled to preferential rate, refund the dit- 
ference. Alternatively, they may at their discretion collect 
duty at preferential duty rates, and take a bond for pavy- 
ment of the balance if the necessary proof of title to prefer- 
ence is not forthcoming within three months. 

3. The Government of India are taking steps to issue the 
necessary forms of certificate of origin. Meanwhile all con- 
signments from the United Kingdom on which the new 
preferential rates of duty are to be claimed should be accom- 
panied by statements certifying in substance the fulfilment 
of the conditions set out in paragraph 1 above. These 
statements should be signed as laid down in the United 
Kingdom rules relating to the completion of certificates of 
origin. (See United Kingdom Customs Notice 27A 
Addendum—Annexe 2.)

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
DUMPING DUTY ON RUBBER HEELS 


Proclamation No. 200, dated November 3, 1932, imposes 
an “ordinary ’’ dumping duty on rubber heels imported 
into the Union from the United Kingdom. The duty is to 
he equal to the difference between the ‘‘ domestic value ”’ 
in the United Kingdom (plus cost of packing and other costs 
incidental to placing the rubber heels on board ship ready 
flor export) and the export price (i.e., the f.o.b. price at 
which the rubber heels are sold by the ‘exporter to the im- 
porter in the Union) but it is not to exceed one-half of the 
dutiable value of the rubber heels. 

The duty is not applicable to rubber heels shipped from 
the United Kingdom before November 11, 1932.

IMPORT DUTY REDUCTIONS (AGREEMENT 
WITH CHILE) 


H.M. Ambassador at Buenos Aires has forwarded trans- 
lation of a Modus Vivendi concluded between Argentina 
and Chile on November 12, and effective for six months from 
November 15, which provides, inter alia, for a reduction of 
50 per cent. in the Customs duties levied on certain Chilean 
products on importation into Argentina. The reduction 
does not, however, apply to the temporary surcharge of 
10 per cent. ad valorem. 

The reduced duties will be applicable to like goods origin- 
ating in the United Kingdom and other countries entitled 
to most-favoured-nation treatment in Argentina.

REVISED IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a translation of a Law, 
dated December 5, for the defence of the Danish currency. 
This revised Law, which replaces that of January 30 last, 
provides, inter alia, for certain modifications in the existing 
system of import restrictions. Under the new Law only 
those goods included in the very comprehensive list repro- 
duced below are subject to import control, the importation 
of all other goods being allowed without such restriction. 
The list in question is to be reviewed not later than 
March 15, 1933. Thus, in the case of goods covered by the 
list, Danish importers will continue to be required to obtain 
import licences from the Currency Control Office (Valuta- 
kontor) of the Danish National Bank, which in this con- 
nection will have the benefit of the advice of a special 
committee representative of Danish industry and trade. It 
is laid down, however, that, unless politico-economic con- 
siderations are involved, no importer shall have his imports 
of any particular class of goods restricted to less than 45 per 
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cent. of the amount (in Danish kronor) of the same kind of 


goods imported by him in 1931. 
The Law is to be operative from January 1 to December

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of December 14 announces 
the exhaustion of the United Kingdom share of the quota 
fixed for the import into France, until December 31, of 
fresh or frozen brill, bass, sturgeon, grey mullet, red mullet, 
sole, surmullet and turbot (ex Tariff No. 45), in consequence 
of which imports of such fish may not be resumed until 


further notice. 


INCREASED DUTIES ON SPICED BREAD 


The French “‘ Journal Officiel’’ of December 17 contains 
a Decree, dated December 13, and effective immediately, 
which increases the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff duty on ordinary 
spiced bread, with or without almonds, including spiced 
bread containing not more than 25 per cent. of preserved or 
sugared goods (ex Tariff No. 94 bis) imported into France, 
from 117-50 frs. per 100 kilogs. gross to 170 frs. per 100 
kilogs. net. A corresponding change has been made in the 
‘¢General’’ Tariff duty. 


ICELAND 


PROHIBITION OF EXPORT OF CURED AND 
UNCURED SALT FISH 


H.M. Representative at Reykjavik reports, by telegraph, 
that a temporary Law promulgated on December 8 prohibits 
the export from Iceland of cured and uncured salt fish 
from January 1 until April 1, 1938, except by authorisation 
of the Union of Salt Fish Producers. 


iTALY 
EXPORT OF RICE (GRADING) 

By a Ministerial Decree, dated November 23, and pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of November 30, 
the schedule annexed to the Decree-Law of January 8, 1928 
(which provides for the grading of cleaned rice exported 
from Italy), is again revised. Some minor alterations are 
made in the percentages of variation of certain of the 
types.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 
General Surtax Imposed.—The Haytian ‘‘ Moniteur ”’ of 
September 29 contains a Law, dated September 23 and 
effective on September 30, which provides for the imposition 
as an additional Customs duty of a surtax of 5 per cent. of 
the total amount of ail Customs accounts (bordereauz). 


Duty Modifications.—A further Law of the same date, 
also effective on September 30, modifies the import duties 
on various goods. ‘The duties formerly leviable have been 
withdrawn im the case of certain kinds of sports goods, 
including tennis nets and rackets and racket presses, cricket 
bats, golf clubs, sports gloves, footballs, and golf, tennis, 
etc., balls, of printing presses and other printing machinery 
and accessories, including plates of copper, etc., and of 
crates, boxes, etc., for packing fruits and vegetables.

IMPORTATION OF TALLOW 


With reference to the notice in the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of Novem- 
ber 5, 1931 (page 585), regarding the importation of tallow 
into Latvia, H.M. Consul at Riga reports that the regula- 
tions requiring the purchase of local tallow by importers of 
foreign tallow have now been amended so as to permit the 
Minister of Agriculture to waive the requirement to pur- 
chase local tallow in the case of foreign tallow imported 
for special requirements of the Latvian rubber, paper, 
chemical, etc., industries. 


LITHUANIA 


IMPORT DUTY ON COTTON FABRICS 
PROCESSED ABROAD 
In virtue of a note to No. 188 of the Lithuanian Customs 
Tariff, woven cotton fabrics manufactured in Lithuania, 
and exported (under permit from the Ministry of Finance) 
for the purpose of being bleached, printed or dressed abroad, 
pay a special reduced rate of Customs duty on reimportation 
into Lithuania. H.M. Consul at Kovno reports that this 
reduced rate of duty has been increased from 1 to 2-50 lits 


per kilog. with effect as from November 19.

MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE) 
TAX ON WHEAT AND FLOUR, ETC. 


H.M. Consul-General at Rabat reports that under a Dahir 
dated November 3, a tax of 50 centimes per 100 kilogs. has 
been imposed on all wheat imported into, exported from, or 
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worked up in the French Zone of Morocco. In the case of 
imported flour, semolina and edible pastes, the tax is to be 
calculated on the proportion of wheat contained. The Dahir 
also empowers the Government to increase the rate of the 
tax to 1 franc per 100 kilogs. 


NETHERLANDS 


RESTRICTION ON IMPORT OF COTTON 
TEXTILE GOODS 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague has torwarded particulars of a Decree (No. 1 of 
December 12) which restricts the importation into the 
Netherlands of cotton piece-goods, dyed, printed (even 
bleached or dyed) or colour-woven, during the period Decem- 
ber 1, 1932, to September 1, 1933, to 50 per cent. of the 
average value of imports during the corresponding nine 
months of the basis years 1929, 1930 and 1931. 

Licences, applications for which must be made before 
February 15, 1933, will be granted only to recognised im- 
porters whose names are entered in the Trade Register, 
and the fee charged will be one-half per cent. of the declared 
value of the goods. 


SALVADOR 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


Various Decrees have been issued recently making a 
number of alterations in the Salvadorean Customs Tariff, in- 
volving both increases and reductions of duty, with the 
raising of new headings for some products. 

Copper sulphate and various other chemicals, which were 
formerly duty-free, now pay a duty of 2} dollars per 100 
kilogs. The duties on medicaments (including pharma- 
ceutical specialities) have been entirely revised, the rate on 
unspecified medicaments being now 68 dollars per 100 kilogs. 
Among the other articles affected are formaldehyde, leather, 
etc., pastes and creams, and sera, antitoxins, etc. (duties in- 
creased), tar, pitch, creosote and waterproofing cements and 
preparations (duties reduced).

SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period December 20-31, in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 136-84 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain.

TURKEY 
IMPORT QUOTA RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “ B.T.J.’’ of October 20 (pages 579-80), the Commercial 
Secretary at Istanbul has forwarded particulars of Decree 
No. 13497, dated November 21, fixing the Turkish Import 
Quotas for the first quarter of 1933. The new Decree divides 
the quotas for piqués, madapolams, and certain other woven 
or knitted tissues of cotton according to the countries of sup- 
ply, and provides that in the case of some other goods (viz., 
tissues of wool and hair; paper and paper articles; cotton 
yarns; other cotton tissues and manufactures: linen, hemp, 
etc.; yarns, tissues and manufactures; glass and glassware ; 
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and iron and steel manufactures) the quotas may be divided 
among the countries of supply or, alternatively, a compensa- 
tion system may be introduced. Several new items have 
been added to the lists of goods which may be imported free 
of the quota restrictions, and a new list (List V) has been 
drawn up of articles which may be imported outside the 
quotas under special authority, this list including sugar, tea 
and coffee. Further particulars of the Decree will be pub- 
lished in next week’s issue of the *‘ B.T.J.”’ 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
EXCISE TAX ON COAL 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 8, 1932, H.M. Minister at 
Washington reports, by telegraph, that the Attorney- 
General of the United States has been asked by the Presi- 
dent for a ruling as to whether existing treaties confer 
exemptions from taxation on British or German coal. 

Until this ruling has been made duty will continue to be 
levied on shipments from this country and Germany. 


MARKING OF GOODS 


Treasury Decision 46,001, dated November 22, contains 
particulars of a Bureau letter issued to Collectors of 
Customs, giving notice that iron and steel products specified 
in Treasury Decision 45,884 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Novem- 
ber 17, page 720) require to be permanently marked such as 
by rolling the mark of origin into the articles or by die 
stamping, and that stencilling with paint is not acceptable. 
It is held that the marking of angles, including those less 
than three inches in size by means of paint is not as nearly 
indelible and permanent as the nature of the articles will 
permit, while it is pointed out that the proper marking 
may be accomplished by rolling the mark of origin into 
the articles or by means of die-stamping so that the mark 
of origin appears in legible and distinct English words in a 
conspicuous place.

The ‘‘ Official Gazette ’”’ of November 8, 1932, contains a 
copy of a Bill which proposes to impose on dried currants 
imported into the Colony a duty of 1s. 75 cents per 100 lb. 
in place of the existing duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem. 


BELGIUM 
IMPORT OF MOTOR-CARS 


H.M. Ambassador at Paris reports that according to the 
French press a codicil to the Franco-Belgian Commercial 
Agreement was signed at Paris on December 4 modifying the 
Belgian Customs duties on motor-cars and giving facilities 
for the temporary exportation and importation of these 
vehicles. The Belgian import quota restrictions on motor- 
cars will be abolished as soon as the new duties are put 
into force.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1933 


VARIED ATTRACTIONS AT, OLYMPIA: 
B.B.C.’8 FIRST EXHIBIT 


Once more the main part of the London Section of the 
British Industries Fair has outgrown the capacity of 
Olympia to contain it. Last year it was necessary to move 
the textile and clothing exhibits to other quarters—at the 
White City. The pressure of increased demand for space 
has now necessitated the removal of the furniture exhibits 
from Olympia to the White City. At the same time, 
Olympia itself will contain more exhibits than ever, most 
of the very varied industries which continue to be repre- 
sented there requiring additional space for their displays. 


Tue Toys AND GAMES SECTIONS 


Toys and games will be the most extensive section at 
Olympia in February. It is not generally known that as a 
result of recent developments Britain has become the toy 
shop of the world. It used to be said that toys were among 
the things which Britain could not produce to an appre- 
ciable extent; but a number of enterprising men have 
exploded that notion and in recent years have built up a 
very successful and extensive toy-making industry in this 
country. One firm alone is making four million clockwork 
toys this year. The range of British-made toys and games 
to be shown at the 1933 British Industries Fair is unprece- 
dented in diversity and extent. It will provide a striking 
demonstration of recent progress made by this resourceful 
industry. 

Four other sections are close competitors for second place, 
in respect of size, at Olympia. These are the Leather and 
Leather Goods, Stationery and Printing, Pottery and Glass- 
ware and the Fancy Goods Sections. Each of the four is 
considerably larger this year than last. All contain exhibits 
to be shown for the first time. 


LEATHER AND LEATHER Goops 


Among features of the Leather and Leather Goods Section 
will be a great variety of travel goods—trunks, bags, suit 
cases, dressing cases and scores of other less obvious but 
none-the-less valuable aids to comfortable travel. The 
present-day demand is for lighter and brighter luggage and 
British manufacturers have been conspicuously successful 
in meeting it. 

Almost every branch of the leather trade has new pro- 
ducts to show. There will, for instance, be many novelties 
among the leather articles for advertising purposes, ladies’ 
handbags, belts, fancy leather goods, purses, sports equip- 
ment and leather clothing. 


Orrick EQUIPMENT, STATIONERY AND PRINTING 


Brighter, more compact and efficient British office equip- 
ment—facilitating more work in less time, with marked 
improvements in management and sales technique—will be 
among the outstanding attractions of the Stationery and 
Printing Section. Modern office furniture, which is less 
cumbersome and more durable and colourful than the old 
styles, will show how colour and greater efficiency are being 
brought into our offices. 

The exhibits will include, for instance, office desks not 
only in conservative oak and walnut and mahogany but 
in black steel with chromium fittings, lemon-yellow and 
chromium, sea-green, cream and black and other bright 
colours. Not only desks, but other things—chairs, filing 
cabinets, card index cabinets, typewriters and even fountain 
pens and blotting paper, reflect the modern taste for colour. 
One feature of this part of the British Industries Fair

will be complete suites of office furniture and equipment 
with each piece following out a common colour scheme, 

The Stationery and Printing Section, of course, is not 
confined to office furniture and equipment. Indeed, the 
exhibits are of almost infinite variety. One exhibitor alone 
makes some 10,000 different articles, all of them from paper 
or card. And that does not include exhibits such as 
adhesives, books, calendars, colour boxes, crayons and 
chalks, diaries, dies, duplicators, educational supplies, inks, 
embossing and printing machinery, maps, pens, pencils, 
playing cards, show cards and printers’ requisites. The 
products of the numerous branches of the British stationery 
industry to be represented at the Fair are legion. They 
offer the buyer the widest possible range of choice. 


Porrery, CHINA AND GLASSWARE 


A better or more truly representative display of British 
pottery, china and glassware will be seen at the coming 
Fair. The exhibits will reveal, among other things, a 
return to simplicity of form and decoration and the present- 
day preference for hand-painted decoration as against 
machine-printed transfers. 


Fancy Goops 


Probably no trade covers a wider range of products or 
affords greater difficulty in definition than the fancy goods 
trade. Many ‘fancy goods’’ are actually products of 
handcrafts which have been followed in this country for 
generations, but a conspicuous feature of this Section at 
Olympia will be the large number of varied articles which 
for many decades have been imported but now are made in 
Great Britain. The exhibits include advertising novelties, 
art metal goods, art needlework, automatic lighters, beads, 
lamp and candle shades, manicure sets and mirrors, and so 
on through the alphabet to  tobacconists’. sundries, 
umbrellas, vacuum flasks, walking sticks and quite a number 
of articles of such individuality as to defy classification. 


JEWELLERY, ETC. 


The jewellery trade will also be represented by more ex- 
tensive and varied exhibits. These are to be housed in the 
Jewellers’ Hall, planned by the Birmingham Jewellers’ and 
Silversmiths’ Association. A number of co-operative dis- 
plays, combining exhibits of various firms will be grouped 
attractively. In addition to what is being done by Birming- 
ham jewellers, the Manufacturing Silversmiths’ Association 
of London has organised a large composite scheme to which 
a number of London firms and the Worshipful Company of 
Goldsmiths are contributing. 


Other important sections at Olympia include those de- 
voted to the products of the Brushware, Chemicals, 
Druggists’ Sundries, Foodstuffs, Musical Instruments and 
Radio, Plastics and Scientific Instruments, Sports Goods, 
and Printing Machinery industries. 

The Empire Marketing Board, the Dominion of Canada, 
the Government of India and the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany are also represented at Olympia. 


THe B.B.C. anv Emprtre BROADCASTING 


The B.B.C. will be exhibiting for the first time. Its 
exhibits, with products of the musical instruments and radio 
industries, will be shown in the newly-organised ‘‘ Hall of 
Music and Radio” which is to occupy the whole of the 
third floor of the Empire Halls at Olympia. The keynote 
of the B.B.C. exhibit will be Empire broadcasting. A large 
map of the world will show how the various zones, connected 
with the new Empire station at Daventry, will serve all the 
outposts of the Empire. 

Details will be given of the various wave lengths used. 
Gramophone records of B.B.C. programmes, photographs 
and technical details of the Empire transmitters and 4 
model of Broadcasting House, the headquarters of the 
B.B.C., will be among the exhibits. 


The buyer will find under one roof at Olympia repre- 
sentative manufactures of the lighter British trades, many 
of them industries—like the British chemical, optical, toy, 
canning, electrical and plastics industries—which have pro- 
gressed by leaps and bounds in recent years and which 
regularly produce at each Fair something not previously 
manufactured in Britain. 


The London Section of the Fair is again publishing a 
complete catalogue, with index in nine languages, six weeks 
before the Fair opens.

FACILITIES FOR VISITORS TO THE FAIR 


Postal, telegraphic and telephonic facilities are provided 
at the Fair, and special arrangements have been made 
whereby overseas visitors may have their correspondence 


addressed to them, c/o the Post Office. 


Restaurants, buffets and tea rooms which are open all 
day are provided for the convenience of exhibitors and 
visitors. 

Typewriting bureaux for the use of exhibitors and visitors 
will be available. 

The Department of Overseas Trade installs a special 
office in the Fair where visitors and exhibitors can obtain 
commercial information on such subjects as tariffs, trans-

NEW MATERIALS AND INVENTIONS IN THE 
TEXTILES SECTION 

An all-cotton ski-ing suit, made on the same principle and 
of the same material as a polar expedition suit, will be 
one of the many novelties on show in the Textiles Section 
of the British Industries Fair next February. 

This winter sports suit is believed to be the only one 
where the hood is actually attached to the suit. When 
fastened up, the suit gives the wearer as much protection 
as he or she would get in full polar rig-out. Apart from 
being wind and snowproof, and made from rainproofed 
cloth, the suit is smartly tailored and made in fashionable 
colours piped in contrasting shade. 

There is history behind the cloth from which the suit is 
made. ‘The fabric, an extra fine cotton gaberdine, made 
from the best two-fold Egyptian yarns, was first made for 


Grenfell of Labrador and it is named after him. Grenfell . 


cloth has since been used on several polar, antarctic and 
other expeditions, and has proved highly suitable where 
protection against wind, snow and moisture is essential. 

Rich, supple, cotton velveteen with a pile on both sides 
is another novelty which will be on show. This fabric, which 
is ideal for curtain and hangings, and other furnishing 
uses where a two-faced cloth is needed, is intended to re- 
place wool velours, which are usually rough, loosely woven, 
non-washable, not fast in pile or fast to light. A two-sided 
pile is an entirely new construction, which has not been 
made in England before. 

The new double-pile cloth, which will be shown in thirteen 
furnishing shades, is vat dyed, and fast to light, washing 
and rubbing. It is also light proof, for it is very closely 
woven with 375 weft threads to the inch, and of good 
draping texture, for it weighs three-quarters of a lb. to the 
yard. Since it is reversible this fabric is also suitable for 
evening cloaks. 

To print without colour seems an impossible achievement, 
yet a way of doing this has recently been devised by a well- 
known British firm. In the ‘‘ Pastulle’’ finish, or de- 
lustered printing, as the process is called, no colour contrast 
is needed to bring out the beauty of the treatment, which 
is intended chiefly for evening wear materials. Beneath 
bright electric light the effect is similar to that of a rich 
satin damask weave. A wide range of such printed fabrics 
will be offered to buyers at the Fair next February. 

In dark shades, the new delustered printed fabric would 
be an ideal fabric for evening shoes. Such a cloth has 
actually been produced, and under the name of Melba 
satin it will be shown at the Exhibition. This fabric is a’ 
heavy-weight lustrous black satin, with neat black de- 
lustered motifs to form the design. This cloth is also being 
produced in weights, weaves, colours and designs suitable 
for men’s dressing gowns. 

A fabric which has the appearance of velvet without being 
one is another novelty which will be shown at the Exhibi- 
tion. The fabric, which has a fine cotton warp and a heavy

rayon weft, is constructed so as to present the appearance of 
a double material, with a plain cotton back, and a richlv- 
embroidered rayon surface, not unlike a fancy velvet or 
chenille fabric. The chenille or pile effect is obtained by 
the use of two-fold rayon in the weft, but though the cloth 
looks rich and has plenty of body, it is very light in weight 
and virtually uncrushable.

One of the most striking features of the period covered by 
the Twelfth Annual Report of the Electricity Commissioners 
was the continued expansion of the public supply of electricity 
notwithstanding the widespread depression in industry and 
commerce which continued throughout the year, and despite 
the financial crisis of the autumn of 1931, which resulted in 
the suspension of the Gold Standard by Great Britain. 

While the undertakings in the Regional areas of Central 
Scotland and North-East England again showed a decline in 
output (although smaller than the decline in the previous year), 
the operations of the undertakings in the remaining portions 
of Great Britain during the year ending March 31, 1932, 
showed a gross increase in output (units generated) of about 
641 million units, or an increase of about 6-9 per cent. on the 
output in the same portions of the country in the previous 
year. 

Even when allowance is made for the falling off of about 
104 million units in the output in Central Scotland and North- 
East England, the electricity supply industry was still able to 
show the substantial net increase in output (units generated) 
of 537 million units, representing a growth of nearly 5 per 
cent. on the output in the previous year. During each of the 
past two years of abnormal depression in industrial conditions, 
the supply industry has thus shown an expansion of output 
at the rate of over 500 million units per annum.

Introductory 


The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the 
following report relate to returns received from 
certain statutory and non-statutory gas undertakings 
operating for public supply in Great Britain. 
The available particulars regarding the production 
of gas by Railway Companies and at coke ovens 
is given in the reports on Railway Companies (see 
‘* Board of Trade Journal’’ of November 24, 
1932) and on the Coke and By-Products Trade (see 
‘* Board of Trade Journal ’’ of August 18, 1932). 
Detailed returns were not required from undertakings 
that employed ten or fewer persons in 1930, and the 
particulars which follow, both for 1930 and for 1924 
(except where otherwise stated), relate to companies 
or authorities that employed more than ten persons on 
the average. At the 1924 Census an aggregate of 
2,855 persons, or less than 3 per cent. of the total 
number employed at gas undertakings in Great Britain, 
was recorded on returns dealing with production 
carried on or work done by not more than ten persons 
on the average in the year. Of this number, 2,537 
were employed by Gas Companies and 318 by Local 
Authorities. In addition, 1,524 persons were employed 
at undertakings in Northern Ireland in 1924. 

The figures for 1930 relate to 676 returns (426 from 
Companies and 250 from Local Authorities) and cover 
1,017 establishments at which operatives were em- 
ployed. Returns for 1936 are outstanding from under- 
takings that employed in 1924 about 500 persons, or 
less than 0-5 per cent. of the total number recorded for 
that year by all undertakings that employed more than 
ten persons. 


Production 


Total Quantity of Gas Produced.—The total quantity 
of gas made in the year 1930 (inclusive of that used at 
the gasworks as well as that sold) is shown in the 
following statement, together with corresponding 
figures for the year 1924. While, owing to the limita- 
tions of the Census of Production Act, 1906, these par- 
ticulars could not be required compulsorily, producers 
were asked to furnish the information voluntarily, and 
the response to this request was practically complete

The total production of gas was 16:3 per cent. greater 
in 1930 than in 1924, and of the total quantity made in 
1930, Companies were responsible for 65°8 per cent., as 
compared with 64°7 per cent. in 1924. 

Undertakings that employed ten or fewer persons in 
1924 recorded a total production of 4,689 million cubic 
feet, or 1°7 per cent. of the total quantity made in 
Great Britain in that year,

It will be seen from this table that the increased gas 
production in 1930 was practically confined to coal gas. 

At each Census gas undertakings were asked to give 
particulars of their gas production in therms as well 
as in cubic feet. While this request was not complied 
with by some undertakings, the information obtained 
represented a considerable proportion of the industry. 
The table below shows the number of therms corre- 
sponding to the quantities of gas in respect of which 
the desired information was supplied, together with 
the average thermal equivalent in each case :—

It will be noted that, while there was little change 
in the calorific value of coal gas, that of the other gases 
produced was substantially higher in 1930 than in 
1924. The calorific value of gas produced by Com- 
panies was about the same in the two years, but that 
of gas produced by Local Authorities increased by over 
3 per cent. in 1930 compared with 1924. 


Gas Purchased by Suppiy Undertakings.—A number 
of undertakings supplement their own gas production 
by purchasing supplies from sources outside their 
works; other undertakings do not manufacture gas. but 
purchase the whole of their supplies and distribute 
them. In order to ascertain the quantity of gas so 
purchased, all undertakings were asked at the 1930 
Census to state the quantities bought from authorised

The total quantity of gas purchased in 1930 was thus 
13,629 million cubic feet. Corresponding information 
is not available for the year 1924, but the Annual 
Return relating to all Authorised Gas Undertakings 
in Great Britain for the year 1924 stated that 623 
million cubic feet of gas were sold by authorised under- 
takings to other authorised undertakings in that year. 
It would, however, appear from the above figures that 
the amount of the inter-sales between authorised 
undertakings represented only a small proportion of the 
total quantity purchased by gas undertakings in 1930. 


Gas Sold.—The total quantity of coal gas, water gas 
and other gases sold in 1930 was 309,023 million cubic 
feet, valued at £49,197,000 (Companies: 203,633 
million cubic feet, valued at £31,861,000; Local 
Authorities: 105,390 million cubic feet, valued at 
£17,336,000). The value of coal gas and water gas 
sold in 1924 was £44,999,000 (Companies : £30, 163,000 ; 
Local Authorities: £14,836,000), but the quantity sold 
was not obtained for that year. The figures for both 
years are, however, somewhat in excess of the actual 
amount distributed for public consumption, since they 
include a double record of those quantities that were 
sold by one undertaking to another and distributed by 
the latter. 

The average price per 1,000 cubic feet of gas sold in 
1930 was, for Companies, 37°6d. and, for Local Autho. 
rities, 89°5d. Owing to the absence of information 
regarding the quantity of gas sold in 1924, comparable 
figures for that year are not available. It may be 
noted, however, that in 1930 the quantity of gas sold 
differed from that made by rather less than 3 per cent. 
in the case of Companies and rather more than 3 per 
cent. in the case of Local Authorities. It is im- 
probable that the proportion sold in 1924 differed 
widely from that sold in 1930, and, taking the quantity 
sold as about 97 per cent. of that made, the average 
price per thousand cubic feet of gas sold in 1924 works 
out, to the nearest penny, at 42d. for Companies and 
88d. for Local Authorities. It seems clear from these 
figures that there was in 1930 an appreciable reduction 
in the price per cubic foot at which gas was sold by 
Companies, but that Local Authorities sold gas at 
about the same price on the average in the two years. 
Having regard to the higher calorific value of the Local 
Authorities’ gas in 1930 compared with 1924, there 
may, perhaps, have been some reduction in the price 
per thermal unit at which gas was sold in the later 
vear by Local Authorities as well as by Companies.

While there was a marked increase in the quantities 
of tar and benzol made for sale by gas undertakings in 
1930 as compared with 1924, the output of other 
residual products was, except in the case of naphtha, 
substantially less in the later year.

The figures for 1930 show that there were substantial 
increases in the power equipment of gas undertakings 
in that year as compared with 1924. The capacity of 
prime movers in use increased by between 13 and 
14 per cent., that of electric generators in use by over 
60 per cent., and that of electric motors in use by 
nearly 60 per cent. The high proportion of prime 
movers and electric generators held in reserve or idle 
in both years will be aoted, their proportion ia the case 
of prime movers amounting to nearly one-third of the 
total capacity in 1980.

At the 1924 Census, information as to the quantity 
of electricity used was not required compulsorily, but 
undertakings owning 73°3 per cent. of the total 
capacity of generators in use and 94°5 per cent. of the 
electric motors (in use) driven by purchased electricity 
stated voluntarily that 26,900,000 kilowatt-hours were 
generated and 9,600,000 kilowatt-hours were purchased 
by them in that year.

ELECTRICITY UNDERTAKINGS 


Introductory 


The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to returns received from electricity 
undertakings operating for public supply in Great 
Britain. Particulars of generating stations maintained 
by Government Departments are not included, but will 
be dealt with in a later report. Detailed returns were 
not required from undertakings that employed ten or 
fewer persons in 1930, and the particulars which 
follow, both for 1980 and for 1924 (except where other- 
wise stated), relate te undertakings that employed 
more than ten persons on the average. At the 1924 
Census an aggregate of 1,104 persons, or about 2 per 
cent. of the total number employed at electricity 
undertakings in Great Britain, was recorded on returns 
dealing with production carried on or work done by not 
more than ten persons on the average in the year. Of 
this number, 808 were employed by Company under- 
takings and 296 by Local Authority undertakings. In 
addition, 758 persous were employed at undertakings 
in Northern Ireland in 1924. 


The figures for 1930 relate to 477 returns (201 from 
Companies and 276 from Local Authorities) and cover 
$21 establishments at which operatives were employed. 





Returns for 1930 are outstanding from undertakings 
that employed in 1924 about 780 persons, or less than 
2 per cent. of the total number recorded for that year 
by all undertakings that employed more than ten 
persons, and from certain new undertakings. 

As explained in the Preliminary Report on Railway 
Companies (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of Novem. 
ber 24, 1932) the method of returning information 
regarding generating stations maintained by railway 
companies for the production of electricity, primarily 
for their own traction purposes, differed at the two 
Censuses. At that of 1924, certain railway companies 
included particulars of their generating stations in 
their general returns on the schedule for Railway Com- 
panies, while others made separate returns on the 
schedule for Electricity Undertakings in respect of 
their power stations. At the 1930 Census, however, 
a uniform practice was followed, and the present 
report includes particulars of all generating stations 
maintained by railway companies in that year. 


Production 
Total quantity of Electricity Generated.—The tota]

as that sold, is set out below, together with correspond- 
ing figures for the year 1924. Separate figures are 
given in respect of undertakings operating primarily for 
public supply and of undertakings that produced elec- 
tricity chiefly for traction purposes. These separate 
figures should, however, be regarded as being in some 
measure complementary, since some public supply 
undertakings and some transport undertakings generate 
current both for public consumption and for traction.

The total quantity of electricity produced in 1930 
was nearly 61 per cent. greater than in 1924, the in- 
crease in the case of public supply undertakings being 
66 per cent. and in the case of transport undertakings 
nearly 26 per cent. 

Of the quantity generated by public supply under- 
takings, Local Authorities were responsible for 59 per 
cent. in 1930 as compared with 65 per cent. in 1924.

To the 1924 total should be added, for comparative 
purposes, the sum of £1,049,000, being the value of 
electricity supplied for traction and other non-manu- 
facturing purposes by Railway Companies that did not 
make separate returns in respect of their generating 
stations (see Report on Railway Companies in ** Board 
of Trade Journal ’’ of November 24, 1932). No par- 
ticulars of quantity were furnished in respect of this 
electricity. 


In considering the above table it should be noted 
that the greater part of the electricity shown as sup- 
pled in bulk to authorised distributors is also included 
in the amounts shown against the other headings, 
having been entered against the latter by the under- 
takings that purchased the electricity. Deducting this 
amount, therefore, and making an allowance for the 
electricity generated by railway companies in 1924 
referred to in the preceding paragraph, the total con- 
sumption of electricity in 1930 was between 80 and 
85 per cent. greater than in 1924 while the value of 
electricity supplied increased by about 88 per cent. 
The greater part of the increased consumption was in 
respect of electricity supplied for power and manufac- 
turing purposes, which in 1930 represented over half 
the ‘electricity consumed otherwise than in the 
generating stations. In view of the large unclassified 
output returned for 1924 very precise comparisons are 
not practicable.

The cost of 
materials used in the work of construction, repair, etc., 
shown in the previous paragraph, is included in the 
figures given below, but as the value of the work con- 
nected with the generation and distribution of elec- 
tricity, etc., valued in 19380 at £16,375,000, is not 
included in the gross output value, it follows that the 
net output is somewhat understated for each year in 
relation to the gross output.

The total number of persons employed in 1930 was 
26,300 greater than in 1924, but, as indicated in the 
report on Railway Companies, the 1930 figure is more 
comprehensive than that for 1924, as it includes 1,184 
persons employed at generating stations of railway com- 
panies that did not furnish separate returns for 1924 
on the schedule for Electricity Undertakings. Making 
a rough allowance for this difference, it is clear that the 
total number of persons employed increased in 1930 
by about 50 per cent. as compared with 1924, the 
proportionate increase being substantially greater for 
the administrative, etc., staff than for operatives.

While the above figures are not completely compar- 
able for the two years, owing to the exclusion from the 
1924 figures of particulars of the power equipment of 
the generating stations of certain railway companies, it 
is evident that a very great increase occurred between 
1924 and 1930 in the capacity of plant installed at

electricity undertakings. The extent of the defect in the 
1924 aggregates was probably about 4 per cent. but in 
the absenve of precise information exact comparisons 
between the figures for the two years cannot be made. 
It would appear, however, that the capacity of prime 
movers in use in 1930 was almost double that in 1924. 
Steam turbines provided the bulk of the power used in 
each year, representing in 1924 about 92 per cent. and 
in 1930 about 95 per cent. of the total capacity of prime 
movers in use. The decline in the capacity of reci- 
procating steam engines may be noted, and the large 
relative increase in ‘‘ other prime movers.’’ The 
capacity of electric generators in use in 1930 was nearly 
double that in the earlier year.

It will be seen from the above figures that 80 per 
cent. of the value of water supplied in each of the 
censal years was supplied by Local Authorities. 


Average value of water supplied.— he average 
revenue per million gallons supplied to consumers in 
1930 by undertakings employing more than 10 persons 
was £46°3 per million gallons. Corresponding infor- 
mation for 1924 is not available, but from the total 
estimated quantity of water supplied by all undertak- 
ings and the value as returned at the 1924 Census, it 
would appear that the average value was about £42 per 
million gallons in that year, indicating roughly a 10 per 
cent. increase in the average value in the later year. 
Analysing the 1930 returns, it will be seen that while 
water was supplied by Local Authorities at an average 
of £44-0 per million gallons, that supplied by Companies 
averaged £59°2 per million gallons. The average value 
per million gallons at which water was sold to other 
undertakings in 1930 was £36°3, that supplied for public 
purposes averaged £45:1, and that supplied for trade 
and domestic purposes £48°2 per million gallons. 
Having regard to the low average selling value (£33-0 
per million gallons) of the water supplied for purposes 
not separately distinguished, it may perhaps fairly be 
assumed that the bulk of this consisted of water sold 
to other undertakings.

Introductory 


The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to returns received from Local 
Authorities in Great Britain in respect of all work of 
construction, renewal, maintenance and repair carried 
out by their employees in the year, but not by con- 
tractors on their behalf. Work done in connection with 
tramways and light railways, and canals, docks and 
harbours owned and operated by Local Authorities are 
included, but certain aggregates in respect of these 
services are shown separately in the table following 
this report. Gas, electricity and water supply under- 
takings owned by Local Authorities are included with 
those owned by Companies in the reports on pages xil 
and xiv respectively. 

Detailed returns were not required from Authorities 
that employed ten or fewer persons in 1930 on work 
of construction, etc., and the particulars which follow, 
both for 1930 and for 1924 (except where otherwise 
stated), relate to Authorities that employed more than 
ten persons on the average on such work. At the 1924 
Census an aggregate of 2,896 persons, or 1:5 per cent. 
of the total number so employed in Great Britain, was 
recorded on returns made by Authorities that employed 
not more than an average of ten persons on construc- 
tional and repair work in the year, and 5,414 persons 
were employed on similar work by Authorities in 
Northern Ireland. 

The figures for 1930 relate to 1,158 returns received 
from Local Authorities, 90 in respect of tramway and 
light railway undertakings, 34 in respect of canals, 
docks and harbours and 1,034 in respect of work on 
buildings, highways, sewers, etc. Returns for 1930 are 
outstanding from Authorities that employed in 1924 
about 4,500 persons on work of construction, etc., or 
about 24 per cent. of the total number recorded for 
that year by all Authorities that employed more than 
ten persons on work of this kind. 


Production 


Work of Construction, Renewal, Maintenance and 
Repair.—The following table shows the value of con- 
structional, etc., work done by employees of Local 
Authorities in Great Britain in 1930 and 1924. The 
amounts shown represent the values at cost, i.e., they 
cover wages and salaries, the cost of materials used and 
the proportion of general establishment charges applic- 
able to the work. Interest, sinking fund and other 
loan charges are not included, nor is the cost of such 
services as the collection and disposal of house refuse, 
sewage inspection, the disposal of sewage at sewage 
farms or outfall works, scavenging, street watering, the 
policing of parks, ete. Work done by inmates of poor 
law institutions, students at technical schools, ete., is 
also excluded.

The value of building work carried out in 1930 was 
nearly double that returned for 1924, the increase being 
general except as regards the construction of public 
buildings. Substantial increases also took place in 
1930 in the value of work done on highways and bridges 
and on parks, promenades, gardens, etc., and there 
was a large relative increase in the expenditure on sea 
walls and defences. On the other hand, the amounts 
spent in 1930 on tramways and light railways, on 
harbours and docks, including dock railw ays, and on 
land drainage works were appreciably less than in 1924, 
In the case of tramways and light railways, the 
decrease was w ‘holly in connection with the permanent 
way, there being increased expenditure on vehicles, 
including motor omnibuses and coaches. 

Taking all work of construction, etc., the total value 
of the work done in 1930 was over 13 per cent. greater 
than in 1924, the value of building work done having 
op by 90 per cent. and that of other work by 

75 per cent.

There was an increase of nearly 19 per cent. in the 
total number of persons employed in 1930 compared 
with 1924. The increase was general throughout the 
various classes and groups shown in the table, with the 
exception of that of male operatives under 18 years 
of age where there was a small reduction in the number 
employed.

The chief source of power in each year for the pro- 
ductive operations of Local Authorities consisted of 
reciprocating steam engines. The capacity of such 
engines ordinarily in use was, however, 18 per cent. 
less in 1980 than in 1924, The capacity in use of 
prime movers as a whole decreased by 9 per cent. Hlec- 
tric generators and electric motors driven by current 
derived from them were relatively unimportant in each 
year, and the capacity in use declined by 45 per cent. 
and 81 per cent. respectively. With regard to electric 
motors in use driven by purchased electricity, the 1930 
figures show an increase in capacity of between 6 and 7 
per cent. over those for 1924.

At the Census of 1924 information as to the quantity 
of electricity used was not required compulsorily, but 
authorities owning 48-1 per cent. of the total capacity 
of the generators in use and 63:1 per cent. of that 
of the electric motors (in use) driven by purchased 
electricity, stated voluntarily that 1,000,000 kilowatt- 
hours were generated and 4,400,000 kilowatt-hours 
were purchased by them in that year.

CANAL, DOCK AND HARBOUR 
COMPANIES 


Introductory 


The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to returns received from Canal, Dock 
and Harbour Companies in Great Britain in respect of 
all work of construction, alteration, repair and renewal 
carried out on their own properties by their employees. 
Detailed returns were not required from companies 
that employed ten or fewer persons on such work in 
1930, and the particulars which follow, both for 1930 
and for 1924 (except where otherwise stated), relate to 
companies that employed more than ten persons on 
the average. At the 1924 Census an aggregate of 162 
persons, or about 4 per cent. of the total number 
employed by Canal, Dock and Harbour Companies, 
was recorded on returns from companies in Great 
Britain that employed not more than ten persons in 
work of construction, etc., and on returns from the few 
companies in Northern Ireland, for which separate 
particulars cannot be given. 


The figures for 1930 cover 42 establishments at which 
operatives were employed, and are believed to cover all 
companies of importance. 


Particulars relating to similar work carried out on 
canals, docks and harbours maintained by Local 
Authorities (including Canal, Dock and Harbour 
Authorities) are included in the report dealing with 
those authorities (see page xii), while details relating 
to similar work carried out by Railway Companies were 
published in the report on those undertakings (see 
‘“ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of November 24, 1982). 


Production 


Work of Construction, Repair, etc.—The following 
table shows the value of the various classes of work 
done by employees of Canal, Dock and Harbour Com- 
panies in 1930 and 1924. The values stated represent 
the cost of materials used, wages and salaries of the 
persons employed in connection with the various 
services, together with the establishment charges pro- 
perly attributable thereto but excluding interest, sink- 
ing fund and other loan charges.

The total capacity of prime movers in 1930 was more 
than double that in 1924, a considerable increase in the 
capacity of reciprocating steam engines being recorded. 
The capacity of electric generators declined appre- 
ciably, while that of electric motors. fell by over 60 per 
cent.

The total quantity of electricity used in 1930 in 
connection with the work of construction, ete., carried 
out by Canal, Dock and Harbour Companies was re-

At the Census of 1924 information as to the quantity 
of electricity used was not required compulsorily, but 
companies owning 28°8 per cent. of the total capacity 
of the generators in use and 20°3 per cent. of that of 
the electric motors (in use) driven by purchased elec- 
tricity, stated voluntarily that 47 thousand kilowatt- 
hours were generated and 305 thousand kilowatt-hours 
were purchased by them in that year.

Introductory 


The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to work of construction, repair, etc., 
done by Tramway and Light Railway Companies in 
Great Britain. Particulars relating to tramways, etc., 
owned by Local Authorities are given in the report on 
the work of Local Authorities on page xii. Detailed 
returns were not required from companies that 
employed ten or fewer persons in their productive 
departments in 1930, and the particulars which follow, 
both for 1930 and for 1924 (except where otherwise 
stated), relate to companies that employed more than 
ten persons on the average in such work. At the 1924 
Census an aggregate of 89 persons, or 0°6 per cent. of

the total number employed by Tramway and Light 
Railway Companies in that year in Great Britain, was 
recorded on returns dealing with construction and 
repair work carried on by not more than ten persons 
on the average in the year, and 83 persons were 
employed in work of this kind by companies in 
Northern Ireland. 


The figures for 1930 relate to 41 establishments at 
which operatives were employed. Returns for 1930 
are outstanding from companies that employed in 1924 
about.3800 persons, or 5 per cent. of the total number 
recorded for that year by all companies that employed 
more than ten persons. 


Production 


Work of Construction, Repair, etc.—The following 
table shows the value of the work of construction and 
repair done in 1930 and 1924 by employees of Tram- 
way and Light Railway Companies. The values are 
shown at cost, ie., they cover wages, the cost of 
materials used, and the proportion of general establish- 
ment charges applicable to the work.

The figures show a substantial change-over from 
trams to motor omnibuses and coaches, and this is 
reflected in the lower cost of construction and repair of 
electrical equipment and tram lines in the later year. 
The total cost of the work done by Tramway and Light 
Railway Companies was about 15 per cent. less in 1930 
than in 1924, but it is unlikely that the total volume 
of work done underwent such a substantial reduction.

The capacity of electric motors in use in 1930 was 
35 per cent. greater than in 1924. While all motors 
were described as driven by purchased electricity in 
each year, the current used was generated to a con- 
siderable extent in stations belonging to the companies 
making the returns. 


Electricity Used 


The total quantity of electricity purchased* and used 
in 1930 in the workshops to which this report relates 
was returned as 3,641,000 kilowatt-hours. At the 1924 
Census, information as to the quantity of electricity 
used was not required compulsorily, but companies 
owning 81-3 per cent. of the electric motors (in use) 
driven by purchased electricity stated voluntarily that 
2,200,000 kilowatt-hours were purchased* by them in 
that year. 

In addition, conipanies using electricity for traction 
purposes in 1930 reported that the quantity so used by 
them in that year amounted to 104,642,000 kilowatt- 
hours. Corresponding information is not available for 
1924.
